q  and  investigation;  and  if  they  discover  any  fraud  or  irregularity  they  shall 

I  immediately  report  the  same  to  the  mayor  and  city  treasurer  or  to  the 
selectmen  and  town  treasurer.

THE  DOWSE  INSTITUTE  ($10,000) 

The  executors  of  Thomas  Dowse,  under  a  discretionary  power  in  his 
will,  gave  to  the  city,  on  June  30,  1858,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  for 
an  annual  course  of  lectures,  the  city  agreeing  to  pay  to  the  trustees  of  said 
institute  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum.  The 
trustees  consist  of  three  permanent  members,  with  the  Mayor  and  the 
President  of  the  City  Council  for  the  time  being.

THE  SANDERS  TEMPERANCE  ANNUITY"  ($11,100) 

The  sum  was  given  to  the  City  by  the  will  of  Charles  Sanders,  of  Cam¬ 
bridge,  who  died  April  7,  1864,  for  the  support  of  a  missionary  to  promote 
the  cause  of  temperance.  The  trustees  consist  of  the  Mayor  and  President 
of  the  City  Council.  The  City  pays  a  missionary  $600  a  year  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  the  will. 

On  January  26,  1921,  the  trustees  appointed  Bernard  J.  Brogan  to  the 
office  of  City  Missionary,  said  appointment  to  take  effect  February  1,  1921. 
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THE  HOPKINS  FUND  (£500) 

Edward  Hopkins  died  in  London,  England,  in  1657  or  1658,  leaving 
£500  to  be  used,  upon  the  death  of  his  widow,  to  aid  a  college  and  school  in 
New  England.  The  Court  of  Chancery  gave  it  to  Harvard  College  and  a 
school  in  Cambridge.  One-fourth  of  the  net  income  is  paid  annually  to 
the  City  for  classical  instruction  in  the  Latin  School.  The  trustees  are  a 
corporation  established  in  Boston.

The  lot  (about  590x240  feet)  occupied  by  the  library  building  is  bounded 
by  Broadway,  Irving,  Cambridge  and  Trowbridge  streets.  The  land  and 
buildings  were  presented  to  the  City  of  Cambridge  by  Mr.  Frederick  H. 
Rindge  in  June,  1889,  on  the  completion  of  the  building,  which  was  begun 
in  the  autumn  of  1887.  In  1894  a  wing  was  added  to  the  building  at  a  cost 
to  the  city  of  $20,000,  and  in  1902  an  addition  to  the  stack  was  made  at  an 
expense  of  about  $30,000.

;  the  year  ending  March  31,  1925,  and  were  paid  from  this  fund. 

.  The  total  amount  of  municipal  debt  to  be  paid  from  the  Sinking 
Fund  now  outstanding  is  $5,140,400.00.  Deducting  the  present 
V  amount  of  the  Sinking  Funds  at  pa7^  value,  $3,080,024.36,  leaves 
the  net  amount  of  Municipal  debt  chargeable  to  this  fund  March 
31,  1925,  $2,060,375.64.  There  will  be  due  to  this  fund  from 
'  taxation  November  30,  1925,  the  sum  of  $93,049.00.  During  the 
coming  financial  year  Municipal  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $186,- 
450.00  will  become  payable  to  this  fund. 

Water  Bonds  amounting  to  $300,000.00  became  due  during 

■  the  year  and  were  paid  from  this  fund.  The  total  amount  of 
Water  debt  now  outstanding  is  $473,500.00  Deducting  the 
present  amount  of  the  Sinking  Funds  at  par  value  $405,340.10, 
leaves  the  net  amount  of  the  Water  debt  chargeable  to  this  fund 

i  March  31,  1925,  $68,159.90.  During  the  coming  year  bonds 

■  amounting  to  $46,000.00  will  become  payable  from  the  fund. 
Owing  to  the  large  amount  of  surplus  revenue  paid  to  this  fund 
in  recent  years  no  further  payments  will  be  required  to  com- 
plete  the  payment  of  the  balance  of  the  debt  for  which  the  water 
fund  was  created. 

1  All  Municipal  debt  either  for  Municipal  purpose  or  for 
Water  works  must  be  issued  serially  and  this  board  has  no  duty 
to  perform  in  regard  to  any  debt  now  incurred  for  any  purpose. 

For  convenience  in  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  funds  the 
j  first  Commissioners  of  both  the  Municipal  and  Water  Funds 
entered  all  bonds  purchased  at  par  value  regardless  of  the  price 
paid  for  them  and  entered  all  interest  received  at  the  gross 
.  amount  without  any  deducting  for  the  proportion  of  premium 
;■  paid  and  this  practice  has  continued  to  the  present  time.  As  a 

2  result  the  annual  reports  do  not  show  the  actual  value  of  the 
^  funds  at  any  time  and  do  not  show  the  actual  income  for  any 
^  year.  It  has  been  the  rule  of  the  Commissioners  to  charge  all 
-  premiums  paid  to  expense  and  all  discounts  to  income.  All  bonds 

have  been  held  to  maturity  with  almost  no  exceptions,  so  that  the 
f  ultimate  result  has  been  the  same  as  if  the  funds  were  valued 
^  each  year  at  either  cost  price  or  market  value. 

It  has  also  been  a  rule  with  the  Commissioners  to  keep  the 
funds  in  their  charge  closely  invested  rather  than  to  carry  large 
balances  on  deposit  in  the  banks.  This  has  been  possible  owing 


I 
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to  the  care  given  by  the  Commissioners  to  so  invest  their  funds 
that  sufficient  sums  shall  mature  at  the  dates  required  to  pay 
maturing  debt.  That  the  Commissioners  have  been  able  to  do 
so  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  no  bonds  have  been  sold  at  any  time 
to  furnish  funds  to  pay  debt  as  it  became  due. 

The  change  of  the  financial  year  from  November  30th  to 
March  31st  has  required  that  the  payments  to  the  Sinking  Funds 
should  be  based  upon  the  debt  outstanding  on  the  30th  of  No¬ 
vember,  previous  to  the  end  of  the  present  financial  year  instead 
of  at  the  end  of  the  financial  year  as  formerly,  except  debt  issued 
since  December  1,  1907. 

Owing  to  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  the  Com¬ 
missioners  now  require  collateral  as  security  for  all  deposits 
exceeding  $15,000.00.  This  collateral  is  held  in  a  box  in  the  safe 
deposit  vaults,  which  can  be  opened  only  by  the  use  of  two  keys, 
one  of  which  is  held  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Commissioners  and 
the  other  by  the  bank.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  School  Committee  secured  the 
services  of  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Harvard  Graduate  School 
of  Education  to  make  a  survey  of  the  Cambridge  Schools  during 
the  present  year,  it  is  deemed  wise  that  the  official  report  of  the 
School  Committee  be  made  a  statistical  one  for  this  year. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  report  on  the  survey  would  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  School  Committee  in  time  for  printing  in  this  annual 
report. 

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  progress  made  along  many 
lines  during  the  year.  Very  pleasing  results  have  been  obtained 
in  the  Departments  of  Music,  Physical  Education,  Art  and  in 
Health.  Children  from  four  to  six  years  of  age  may  now  enter 
the  kindergarten;  the  age  for  admission  to  the  first  grade  is  to 
be  six  years.  The  number  of  pupils  per  teacher  in  many  of  the 
schools  has  been  reduced  and  the  standardization  of  numbers  of 
pupils  according  to  subject  of  study  has  continued  in  the  High 
Schools. 

There  has  been  throughout  the  system  a  very  pleasing  atti¬ 
tude  on  the  part  of  the  principals  and  teachers  in  the  giving  of 
individual  attention  to  each  pupil  in  every  grade. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Committee  and  my  co-workers  for  their 
cooperation  and  kindness.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


'  January  31,  1925. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge, 
Mass. : 

The  Board  of  Health  submits  herewith  its  48th  Annual 
Report.  This  report  is  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924. 

The  personnel  of  the  Department  is  shown  on  the  preceding 
pages.  The  tables,  statistics,  and  divisional  reports,  distributed 
throughout  the  report,  show  in  detail  the  work  accomplished. 

In  February,  Doctor  Joseph  M.  Wadden  was  re-appointed 
to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  another  term  of 
three  years.  The  Board  organized  for  the  year  and  re-elected 
Doctor  Wadden  as  its  Chairman. 

/  During  the  year  the  Board  held  fifty-four  meetings,  at  twelve 
of  which  public  hearings  were  given. 

The  General  Death  Rate  of  Cambridge  for  1924  (which  in¬ 
cludes  non-residents,  who  died  in  Cambridge)  was  12.82  per  one 
Thousand  population,  while  the  death  rate  of  Cambridge  residents 
only  was  10.27.  Both  of  these  rates  are  considerably  lower  than 
1923. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  Cambridge  for  1924  was  41.87 
per  one  thousand  live  births.  This  is  the  record  for  cities  our 
size  in  the  U.  S. 

This  is  the  lowest  Infant  Mortality  rate  in  the  history  of  the 
City  of  Cambridge,  the  previous  low  record  being  62.5  in  1923. 
When  one  realizes  that  the  rate  in  1880  was  136,  and  in  1900  it 
'was- 123,  one  can  appreciate  the  progress  being  made.  The  Infant 
Mortality  rate  for  the  entire  State  in  1924  was  67.7 
'  The  Board  regrets  to  report  that  on  January  1,  1924,  Miss 
^Rena  Estabrook,  who  has  been  the  Social  Worker  in  the  Depart- 
^  ment-since  1909  resigned.  Miss  C.  Isabel  Torney  was  appointed 
tO'Succeed  Miss  Estabrook.  The  City  of  Cambridge  and  the 
'Board  of  Health  are  greatly  indebted  to  Miss  Estabrook  for  her 
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most  faithful  and  efficient  service  during  the  fifteen  years  of  her 
affiliation  with  the  Department. 

On  January  14,  1924,  the  Department  lost  by  death  Mary  T. 
Loughlin,  R.  N.,  a  highly  efficient  and  loyal  school  nurse.  Miss 
Loughlin  was  succeeded  by  Katherine  McGrath,  R.  N. 

Margaret  Dynan-Wheeler,  R.  N.,  resigned  July  19,  1924, 
after  having  given  five  years  of  faithful  service  as  a  school  nurse. 
Mrs.  Wheeler  was  succeeded  by  Catherine  Burke,  R.  N. 

The  Board  again  emphasises  the  necessity  of  providing 
proper  sanitary  convenience  stations  at  suitable  places  through¬ 
out  the  City. 

The  Board  also  strongly  recommends  the  installation  of  a 
Refrigeration  plant  at  the  Tuberculosis  Hospital,  it  also  recom¬ 
mends  the  installation  of  a  new  Electric  Ironer  to  replace  the 
present  defective  and  worn  mangle  now  on  hand  at  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  assist¬ 
ance  given  the  Department  by  the  Citizens  as  a  whole  and  par¬ 
ticularly  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.  It  is  especially  thank¬ 
ful  to  Physicians  of  the  City,  who  as  ‘our  first  line  of  defence’ 
have  rendered  invaluable  service  in  protecting  the  Public  Health. 
The  work  of  the  voluntary  Health  Agencies  is  appreciated  and 
their  earnest  desire  to  be  of  help  is  sincerely  recognized. 

During  the  early  part  of  March  a  survey  of  public  health 
activities  of  our  city  was  made  by  Surgeon  W.  L.  Treadway  and 
assistant  Sanitary  Engineer,  W.  D.  Wrightson,  of  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service.  The  purpose  of  the  survey  was 
primarily  to  gather  statistics  as  well  as  to  observe  methods  em¬ 
ployed  as  a  basis  for  a  comparative  study  of  Municipal  Health 
Department  practise  throughout  the  country,  with  a  view  to 
standardizing  the  practise.  It  is  hoped  that  the  rating  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  as  well  as  the  ratings  of  other  cities  will  be  available  for 
our  perusal  by  the  early  fall  of  1925.  These  ratings  are  to  be 
computed,  as  we  understand  it,  by  a  representative  group  of 
Municipal  Health  officers. 

The  Board  desires  to  repeat  its  expression  of  last  year  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  importance  of  periodic  health  examinations.  One  of 
the  most  important  phases  of  health  administration,  aside  from 
the  actual  prevention  of  the  spread  of  communicable  diseases, 
is  the  problem  of  bringing  about  the  recognition  of  abnormal 
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physical  conditions  in  individuals  at  the  earliest  possible  time, 
and  to  this  end,  and  that  the  public  health  may  receive  proper 
protection,  all  persons  are  advised  to  consult  the  family  physi¬ 
cian  often,  even  if  apparently  well.  An  annual  physical  survey 
by  one’s  physician  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  The  results 
of  such  individual  efforts  toward  health  conservation  will  result 
in  the  elimination  of  many  illnesses  and  deaths.  To  quote  our 
distinguished  citizen  and  educator,  Charles  W.  Eliot,  “To  pro¬ 
mote  health  in  the  individual,  the  family,  and  the  community, 
should  be  the  constant  aim  of  every  good  citizen  in  the  American 
Democracy.”

The  figures  given  for  population  are'  taken  from  the  Federal 
Census  of  July  1,  1924.  The  mean  annual  death  rate  for  ten 
years,  1915  to  1924,  inclusive,  is  14.02.  This  includes  non-resi¬ 
dents  who  died  in  the  city.  The  mean  annual  death  rate,  exclud¬ 
ing  non-residents,  but  including  Cambridge  residents  who  died 
outside  the  city,  is  14.05. 

Table  A  gives  causes  of  death  by  ages,  in  accordance  with 
the  International  Classification  of  Causes  of  Deaths,  of  those 
persons  who  died  in  Cambridge,  and  includes  non-residents.

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DISEASES  DANGEROUS  TO  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 


DIPHTHERIA 

The  Schick  Test  and  Immunization  against  Diphtheria  is 
still  carried  on  at  the  Clinics,  being  held  in  the  schools  during 
the  school  year  and  at  the  playgrounds  during  Summer  vacation. 

Many  of  the  parents  and  teachers  have  co-operated  with 
the  Health  Department  in  this  great  work,  and  we  find  many  who 
did  not  and  showed  no  inclination  to  help  us. 

Teachers  can  do  more  to  help  us  in  successfully  carrying  on 
this  work  than  any  other  agency. 

Table  B  shows  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  reported,  and  a  slight  increase  in  death  rate,  and 
case  death  rate.  There  are  only  three  reasons  why  our  case 
death  rate  is  higher.  1st.  Antitoxin  has  not  been  given  early 
enough;  2nd.  the  dose  has  not  been  large  enough;  3rd.  the 
family  has  not  called  a  physician  until  too  late  for  the  antitoxin 
to  be  of  value. 

Forty-five  per  cent.  (45%)  of  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  re¬ 
ported  were  sent  to  the  hospital. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

The  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  reported  still  remains 
high.  Many  of  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type  and  many  of  a 
‘probable’  and  doubtful  kind,  but  were  called  Scarlet  Fever  and 
isolated  as  a  public  health  protection  measure. 

Forty  per  cent.  (40%))  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  sent 
to  the  Hospital. 

TYPHOID  FEVER 

There  were  two  more  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  reported  this 
year  than  last,  there  had  been  16  cases  in  1924  as  in  comparison 
to  14  cases  in  1923.  None  of  the  cases  could  be  traced  definitely 
to  a  source  of  infection  in  our  city. 
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PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  re¬ 
ported  was  118;  of  these  28  were  non-residents.  Fifteen  Cam¬ 
bridge  residents  died  outside  of  Cambridge. 

In  1923  there  were  only  113  deaths  from  this  disease  in 
Cambridge,  while  in  1922  there  were  121,  as  in  comparison  to 
118  in  1924.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CAMBRIDGE  TUBERCULOSIS  HOSPITAL, 

FOR  YEAR  ENDING  1924 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  done 
at  the  Cambridge  Tuberculosis  Hospital  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1924. 

On  January  1,  1924,  there  remained  in  the  Hospital,  from 
the  previous  year,  41  cases.  During  the  past  year  we  admitted 
104  cases,  and  re-admitted  26  cases,  making  a  total  of  130  cases 
treated  during  the  present  year.

Of  the  24  cases  of  Tuberculosis  found,  12  of  these  were  origi¬ 
nal  positive  diagnosed  cases. 

The  foregoing  is  the  ninth  annual  report  of  the  DISPENS¬ 
ARY  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS.  There  were  one  hundred  forty- 
nine  more  physical  examinations  during  the  year  1924  than  in 
any  previous  report.  There  was  also  a  net  gain  of  six  in  the 
number  of  new  patients  reporting  for  examination. 

The  number  of  positive  cases  reporting  for  observation 
shows  a  slight  steady  decrease  in  the  past  three  years.  This 
seems  to  compare  relatively  with  the  steady  decrease  in  the 
Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis  throughout  the  United  States  in 
the  past  seven  years,  or  since  the  year  1918,  when  the  Death 
Rate  rose  abruptly  on  account  of  the  Influenza  complication. 

The  conquest  of  “The  Great  White  Plague”  has  been  due 
largely  to  active  public  health  movements,  namely:  housing  re¬ 
forms,  prohibition  law,  sanitation,  milk  supplies,  meat  inspection, 
etc.,  etc.,  and  more  alertness  on  the  part  of  the  medical  profes¬ 
sion  in  the  matter  of  diagnosis  and  prompt  treatment. 

The  Clinic  feels  that  the  most  effective  measures  should  be 
directed  to  the  observation  of  children  in  the  suspicious  class. 
During  the  past  year  we  have  been  able  to  fill  the  six  beds 
alloted  to  us  at  the  Sharon  Preventorium,  with  the  usual  splendid 
results,  all — 17  children — returning  greatly  benefited  by  the 
change  of  living,  diet,  rest,  and  hospital  care. 

The  clinics  are  held  at  the  old  Out-Patient  Department  of 
the  Municipal  Hospital  on  Tuesday  and  Saturday  mornings,  from 
10  to  12  o’clock..  Thursday  evenings  from  7:30  to  9:00  P.  M. 
The  office  will  be  open  as  usual  daily  except  Sundays  and  Holi¬ 
days  from  8  to  9  A.  M.,  in  charge  of  the  nurse.

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SCHOOL  INSPECTION 

Examinations  of  school  buildings  and  school  children,  and 
exclusion  of  children,  were  carried  on  this  year  the  same  as  in 
former  years. 

During  the  year  many  exclusions  were  made  by  the  school 
physicians  and  the  school  nurses  of  children  who  were  found  to 
be  desquamating  (peeling). 

The  Schick  Clinics  were  held  each  morning  in  different 
schools,  and  six  lectures  on  Schick  Testing  and  Diphtheria  Im¬ 
munization  were  given  during  the  year. 

In  the  report  of  the  school  nurses  will  be  found  a  table  of 
causes  for  exclusion. 

The  maintenance  of  our  Dental  Clinic  for  school  children  has 
enabled  us  in  a  small  way  to  clean  up  a  limited  number  of  bad 
mouths  encountered  in  the  routine  physical  examinations. 

During  the  year  the  School  Physicians  made  15,268  exami¬ 
nations  of  children;  the  routine  monthly  examinations  of  the 
School  Nurses  total  161,913. 

The  number  of  defective  teeth,  tonsils,  and  vision  cases  alone 
amounted  to  1,485  children. 

The  total  number  of  home  visits  (follow  up  work)  by  the 
several  school  nurses  amounted  to  5,454.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSES,  1924 

The  work  of  the  School  Nurses  has  been  carried  on  as  in 
[  former  years  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  in 
f  co-operation  with  the  School  Department. 

'  An  examination  of  the  school  children  takes  place  at  the 

I  opening  of  school  in  September.  Each  child  in  the  first,  fourth 
I  and  eighth  grades  is  given  a  thorough  examination  by  the  school 
physicians.  The  pupils  in  the  other  grades  are  examined  by  the 
nurses,  and  any  defects  noticed  are  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  physicians.  The  nurses  examine  all  the  children  in  their 
districts  once  a  month  for  any  skin  or  scalp  trouble. 

The  committee  in  ^‘Children  in  Industry”  supplied  a  nurse 
for  five  months  to  help  with  the  examination  for  work  certifi¬ 
cates,  and  to  follow  up  the  children  at  work. 

Two  summer  camps  were  operated  for  five  weeks  at  the 
Haggerty  School  and  at  the  High  and  Latin  School.  As  in. for¬ 
mer  years,  the  Cambridge  Anti-Tuberculosis  Society  supplied 
the  food.  Two  nurses  were  at  each  school  to  weigh  and  measure 
the  children  each  week.  About  600  children  attended  these 
schools. 

The  Schick  Test  was  given  in  the  schools  during  the  term 
and  at  the  different  playgrounds  during  the  summer  months. 
Twenty-eight  different  clinics  were  held.  This  work  requires  a 
very  great  amount  of  clerical  work,  in  addition  to  the  follow-up 
work,  so  that  the  children  who  are  to  return  after  six  months 
may  be  notified. 

The  Cambridge  Lodge  of  Elks  have  placed  in  the  hands  of 
an  ‘‘Educational  and  Welfare  Committee”  a  sum  of  money  to  be 
used  to  help  needy  school  children.  From  this  fund  the  nurses 
have  been  able  to  supply  glasses  and  treatment  for  many  worthy 
cases. 

Attached  hereto  is  a  detailed  summary  of  the  work  of  the 
School  Nurses.

The  average  fat  content  of  milk  from  stores  was  3.75  per 
cent.,  and  from  wagons  was  3.68  per  cent.  The  average  solid 
content  of  milk  from  stores  was  12.43  per  cent.,  and  from  wagons 
was  12.38  per  cent. 

The  influence  of  chain-store  competition  in  the  field  of  store 
milk  continues  to  be  uplifting  in  character.  This  seems  due 
primarily  to  the  high  standard  of  ‘excellence  set  by  the  pioneer 
in  this  field.  At  first  the  other  chain-stores  met  this  issue  by 
the  sale  of  milk,  but  the  milk  was  of  only  ordinary  quality. 
Publicity  acquainted-  the  people  with  the  quality  of  the  milk  sold 
by  the  various  chain-stores  and  the  inevitable  result  was  an  im¬ 
provement  in  the  quality  of  all  chain-store  milk  in  an  effort  to 
at  least  equal  the  standard  of  excellence  set  by  the  pioneer  in  the 
field.  The  effects  of  this  competition  are  even  broader  still,  for 
the  householder  who  learns  that  milk  can  be  had  at  a  chain-store 
of  quality  better  than  that  which  a  wagon  leaves  at  his  door, 
and  at  a  lower  price,  has  threatened  to  stop  his  supply  from  the 
wagon  unless  there  is  at  least  an  improvement  in  the  quality. 
This  line  of  thought  leads  to  the  general  subject  of  the  value  of 
publicity.  It  is  so  plainly  evident  that,  if  we  could  periodically 
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acquaint  the  people  with  the  quality  of  milk  sold  by  the  various 
wagons  and  chain-stores,  there  would  be  a  concentration  of  pat¬ 
ronage  falling  to  those  who  supply  milk  of  the  better  kind !  The 
final  result  would  be  that  those  who  offer  milk  of  poorer  quality 
must  needs  improve  their  supply  or  give  up  the  business.  The 
easiest  way  to  achieve  this  result  is  by  the  regular  publication 
of  the  results  of  analysis  by  this  Division.  Publication  either 
by  means  of  a  Departmental  Bulletin,  or  by  the  medium  of  the 
daily  newspapers.  It  would  seem  as  if  the  latter  method  offers 
the  greater  effectiveness. 

During  the  year  there  were  mailed  70  notices  in  cases  where 
the  milk  failed  to  conform  to  the  statute  requirements. 

For  the  sale  of  milk,  licenses  were  issued  to  67  wagon-oper¬ 
ators,  and  to  864  store-keepers.  There  were  thus  84  more  stores 
selling  milk  than  in  1923,  and  194  more  than  in  1922. 

The  situation  as  to  the  presence  of  visible  dirt  in  milk  con¬ 
tinues  improved,  and  the  same  improvement  may  be  said  to  exist 
in  the  case  of  milk  delivered  in  dirty  bottles.  These  improve¬ 
ments  are  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  public  has  been  edu¬ 
cated  to  watch  for  the  objectionable  visible  dirt  and  dirty  bottles. 

The  results  of  the  examination  of  milk  for  bacteria  were  as 
follows : 


Bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter: 

100,000  and  less  . 613 — 76.1  per  cent. 

Over  100,000  and  less  than  500,000  .  99 — 12.2  per  cent. 

Over  500,000  .  37 —  4.3  per  cent. 

Indeterminate  through  plate  liquefaction .  57 —  7.4  per  cent. 


These  results  are  better  than  those  of  1923,  and  much  better 
than  those  of  1922,  and  reflect  the  improvement  due  to  increased 
pasturization  of  the  supply. 

GRADE  A  MILK 

Two  forms  of  this  kind  of  milk  are  available.  The  one  form 
“Massachusetts  Grade  A,”  which  must  be  milk  from  a  dairy  ac¬ 
ceptable  to  local  Health  Officials,  conforming  to  all  general 
statute  requirements,  below  100,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centi¬ 
meter,  and  Massachusetts  raised.  And  a  second  form  called 
“Grade  A  Pasteurized.”  The  latter  kind  of  milk,  so  far  as  regu¬ 
lation  is  concerned,  previous  to  1924,  has  been  subject  only  to 
general  laws,  and  each  dealer  set  his  own  standard  as  to  how 
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much  better  than  the  minimum  legal  standard  his  particular 
Grade  A  might  be.  As  a  rule  the  public  knew  little  about  it 
beyond  the  idea  conveyed  by  the  sign  “Grade  A,”  which  to  the 
ordinary  person  indicated  superior  quality.  This  uncertain  con¬ 
dition  is  now  corrected,  and  by  regulation  of  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health  this  kind  of  milk  must  be  in  the  future  from  an 
accepted  dairy;  must  contain  at  least  4  per  cent,  fat,  and  not 
more  than  25,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter;  must  be  pas¬ 
teurized  when  not  over  48  hours  old  and  containing  not  over 
250,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter,  under  the  control  and 
approval  of  local  Health  Officials  besides  conforming  to  all  gen¬ 
eral  laws.  The  cap  on  the  bottle  must  bear  the  words,  “Grade 
A  Pasteurized,”  and  the  day  on  which  it  was  so  pasteurized.  This 
regulation  carries  a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  its  provisions, 
thus  permitting  the  enforcement  by  health  officers,  and  achieves 
a  uniformity  that  was  much  needed. 

ICE  CREAM 

No  violation  of  the  Statutes  were  found.  During  the  summer 
months  there  is  considerable  ice-cream  sold  having  a  bacteria 
content  that  is  much  too  high.  This  condition  obtains  usually  in 
the  case  of  the  small  seller  who  makes  his  own  goods.  Correc¬ 
tive  measures  are  being  applied  in  such  cases. 

VINEGAR 

The  quality  of  this  commodity  continues  uniform.  Such 
rare  departures  from  the  low  statute  requirement  as  are  met 
with  are  usually  due  to  deliberate  intent  to  defraud  by  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  water. 

BUTTER  AND  OLEOMARGARINE 

Licenses  were  issued  to  105  dealers  of  oleomargarine,  an 
increase  over  1923.  The  price  of  butter  continues  high,  and  the 
prospect  of  much  lower  prices  seems  very  remote.  So  long  as 
these  high  prices  continue,  the  sale  of  butter  substitutes  will 
continue  on  a  large  scale.

'  INSPECTOR  OF  SLAUGHTERING  AND  PROVISIONS 

The  following  report  for  the  year  1924,  is  respectfully  sub- 
i  mitted.  Splendid  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in 
complying  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Board,  especially  those 
which  provide  that  all  utensils  and  materials  used  in  the  dis- 
'  pensing  of  food  and  drinks  shall  be  in  sanitary  condition.  The 
!  dispensers  of  food  and  drinks,  who  would  be  least  expected  to 
be  unsanitary  were  found  to  be  the  worse  offenders;  all  such 
were  given  a  verbal  warning  by  me  and  followed  up  by  a  written 
i  notice.  Some  of  them  corrected  conditions  immediately,  while 
others,  either  by  laxity  or  sheer  indifference,  did  not  remedy  con- 
:  ditions;  complaints  were  entered  in  court  against  these  later 
group,  all  were  found  guilty,  and  a  fine  imposed  by  the  Court. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  all  the  establishments  for  manu- 
:  facturing  and  bottling  non-alcoholic  beverages  are  second  to 
none  in  the  State,  all  being  equipped  with  modern,  sanitary  ma¬ 
chinery  for  the  washing  and  filling  of  bottles. 

I  wish  to  report  that  the  few  Bakeries  and  Confectioners 
doing  busines  in  basements,  maintain  their  premises  in  first  class 
condition,  with  a  plentiful  supply  of  natural  light  and  ventila- 
I  tion.  There  are  eight  such  places  used  for  Confectionery  manu- 
I  facturing,  and  five  for  Bakery  purposes. 

A  number  of  applicants  for  permission  to'  maintain  Bakeries 
in  basements  were  refused.  Principally  because  of  inadequate 
i  natural  light  and  ventilation,  and  because  of  dampness. 

The  Regulation  prohibiting  the  keeping  of  unsanitary  stores 
has  been  rigidly  enforced,  my  policy  has  been  to  give  verbal 
warning  at  the  time  of  InspecHon,  following  this  up  with  a 
written  notice  of  the  conditions  to  be  remedied,  subsequent  to 
which  I  have  again  inspected  the  premises.  Just  a  few  did  not 
comply  with  our  requirements  and  they  were  summoned  into^ 
Court,  found  guilty,  and  fines  imposed  by  the  Court.  In  most 
cases  the  sentence  was  suspended  for  a  given  period  of  time,  with  ' 
a  strong  warning  by  the  Judge  that  the  next  time  the  defendant  ^ 
came  before  the  Court  on  a  similar  complaint  his  case  would  not  . 
be  disposed  of  so  leniently.  Today  there  is  a  marked  improve- 
nient  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  our  stores. 
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Art.  No.  65  of  our  Regulations,  which  seems  to  have  the 
necessary  teeth  in  it,  has  been  my  greatest  aid  to  accomplishing 
a  great  amount  of  constructive  work  in  cleaning  up  the  unsani¬ 
tary  food  handling  establishments,  especially  with  reference  to 
requiring  sanitary  utensils. 

Relative  to  the  covering  of  food  ‘‘eaten  as  is’^  I  found  a  num¬ 
ber  of  violators  seemingly  not  willing  to  comply  with  our  Regu¬ 
lation;  three  flagrant  violators  I  had  summoned  to  Court  and 
each  was  found  guilty,  the  sentence  being  suspended. 

The  covering  of  dates,  figs,  and  candy  is  in  my  opinion  the 
most  bothersome  of  this  group  of  food-stuffs;  all  bakery  prod¬ 
ucts  are  eaten  as  is,  and  the  dust  that  blows  about  in  the  air 
sticks  to  candy,  dates  and  figs,  and  consequently  contaminates 
them.  I  intend  to  vigorously  enforce  this  Regulation  during  the 
coming  year.  The  great  bulk  of  the  food  handlers  have  shown 
a  fine  spirit  and  co-operated  in  complying  with  this  regulation, 
as  a  result  of  which  our  food-stuffs  are  as  well  protected,  if  not 
better,  than  most  cities  in  the  State. 

I  also  want  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  clerk 
of  the  Board  for  his  untiring  work  in  co-operating  with  me  in 
revising  the  Food  Regulations,  which  as  you  know  were  approved 
by  the  Attorney  General,  without  a  single  change.

During  the  recent  outbreak  of  so-called  “fowl  disease”  I 
have  found  no  cause  for  complaint  in  our  City.  The  Boston 
Board  of  Health  stationed  a  number  of  Inspectors  who  examined 
all  live  fowl  received  at  the  freight  depots,  and  we  got  the  benefit 
of  this  inspection. 

There  were  a  total  of  fourteen  complaints  entered  by  me 
in  the  District  Court  for  violations  of  food  laws  and  Regulations 
and  all  defendants  were  found  guilty;  one  appealed  and  later 
paid  his  fine;  one  other  appealed  and  his  case  is  pending.

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HOUSING  AND  PLUMBING  INSPECTOR 

The  following  report  of  my  work  as  Housing  and  Plumbing 
.Inspector  for  the  year  1924  is  respectfully  submitted. 

.  The  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  improvement  in  the 
housing  conditions,  especially  in  the  congested  sections  of  the 
'City.  In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  continued 
specializing  in  improving  water-closet  facilities  in  dwellings  used 
for  occupancy  by  more  than  one  family,  to  the  end  that  each 
family  be  provided  with  a  water-closet  located  in  its  own  tene¬ 
ment.  This  has  brought  about  the  discontinuance  of  several 
‘Unsanitary  closets. 

Some  of  the  houses  ordered  vacated  have  subsequently  been 
put  in  a  sanitary  condition  suitable  for  habitation.  Others  have 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent  of  Build¬ 
ings,  and  eleven  probably  will  be  ordered  demolished.  The  “over¬ 
crowding’’  conditions  in  some  of  our  more  congested  districts 
are  being  improved  constantly,  probably  not  so  rapidly  as  some 
would  feel  they  should,  but  when  one  considers  the  lifelong  habits 
of  some  of  these  people  who  have  not  yet  become  accustomed  to 
olir  mode  of  living,  this  problem  can  be  better  understood. 

with  your  expressed  policy,  I  have  been  as 
reasonable  and  patient  as  conditions  seem  to  warrant,  relative  to 
forcing  installation  of  additional  water-closets,  always  bearing  in 
"mind  the  financial  burdens  on  taxpayers  and  tenants.

To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  25  of  the  Re¬ 
vised  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Cambridge,  the  annual  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March 
31,  1925,  is  herewith  submitted. 

Exhibits  of  expenditures  have  been  arranged  to  show  total 
costs  of  the  functional  divisions  of  the  department  such  as 
Collection  of  Ashes,  Collection  of  House  Offal,  General  Main¬ 
tenance,  Street  Watering  and  Oiling,  Street  Cleaning,  Pavement 
Repairs,  Snow  Removal  and  Bridge  Maintenance. 

The  accounts  of  the  department  are  kept  according  to  a 
standard  budget  showing  only  Maintenance,  Stable  and  Sanitary 
classifications  but  the  costs  shown  here  are  the  result  of  a 
collateral  classification  designed  to  show  the  detail  of  the  various 
functions. 

The  Stable  Account  which  shows  the  total  cost  of  maintain¬ 
ing  horses,  carts  and  plant  has  been  apportioned  to  the  various 
functions  according  to  the  number  of  days  use  of  horses  on  each. 
Construction  accounts  have  also  been  charged  with  use  of  horses 
and  the  amounts  credited  to  the  Stable  Account.

More  than  the  usual  amount  of  Bitulithic  patching  was 
done  during  the  season  and  with  the  constantly  increasing  area 
going  out  of  guaranty  more  will  be  necessary  next  season. 

The  motor  sweepers  were  kept  busy  throughout  the  season 
and  the  streets  kept  in  cleaner  condition  than  ever  before. 

A ‘large  area  of  the  tar  bound  streets  was  thoroughly  patched 
early  in  the  spring  and  the  greater  part  of  them  blanketed  with 
cold  tar  and  sand. 

The  past  season  has  been  the  most  progressive  and  busiest 
ever  experienced  in  the  direction  and  regulation  of  motor  traffic 
and  more  street  lines,  signs,  zone  post  and  safety  devices  were 
installed"  then  ever  previously.  Adequate  provision  for  still  fur¬ 
ther  expanding  this  important  function  of  the  department  should 
be  made  as  there  is  still  room  for  greater  improvement.  The 
department  has  endeavored  to  co-operate  to  the  fullest  with  the 
Police  Department  in  this  matter. 

The  winter  just  past  was  of  normal  severity  and  the  larger 
storms  were  handled  with  the  tractor  equipment  and  trucks  of 
the  department  to  the  general  satisfaction  of  all.  The  equip¬ 
ment  is  in  good  condition  and  ready  for  the  next  winter. 

Repairs  were  continually  made  to  the  walks,  roadways  and 
pavements  throughout  the  city  and  considerable  quantities  of 
bricks,  sand  tar  and  blocks  were  used  in  repairing  defects. 

The  general  condition  of  the  bridges  under  supervision  of 
this  department  is  good.  First  Street  has  been  opened  to  traffic 
and  should  give  excellent  service  for  many  years.  Third  Street 
Bridge  is  the  only  one  in  poor  condition  and  should  be  torn  down 
this  next  fall. 

Sixth  Street  is  now  under  construction  and  should  be  ready 
early  in  the  fall  of  1925.  The  remaining  bridges  are  reported 
by  the  Engineer. 

Due  to  a  change  in  the  municipal  finance  law,  it  was  not 
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possible  to  borrow  money  for  the  usual  edgestone  and  sidewalks 
work  and  accordingly  the  money  has  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 
There  was,  however,  a  good  season’s  work  done  and  the  demand 
seems  to  be  equally  as  great  this  spring  for  this  class  of  work. 
There  are  many  unfilled  petitions  in  the  files  and  more  are  com¬ 
ing  in.  The  department  has  built  an  unusual  number  of  drive¬ 
ways  during  the  year  averaging  two  a  week,  thus  showing  the 
increase  of  autos  and  the  consequent  building  of  garages.

The  diagonal  rods  over 
the  locomotive  exhaust  are  bare  and  should  be  re-covered  with 
lead.  The  girders  on  each  side  of  the  wooden  protection  pieces 

over  the  exhaust  are  getting  pitted  and  should  be  covered  and 
painted.  The  piers  on  the  westerly  side  are  covered  with  clay 
which  keeps  the  iron  wet  and  rusting. 

i  FIRST  STREET  BRIDGE 

This  bridge  is  in  good  condition.  There  are  two  spur  shores 
on  the  southerly  side  that  are  split  and  should  be  bolted  to¬ 
gether. 
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WALDEN  STREET  BRIDGE 

This  bridge  is  in  good  condition  but  the  exposed  steel 
supports  need  painting. 

THIRD  STREET  BRIDGE 

This  bridge  needs  repairs.  Inspected  April,  1925.  See  re¬ 
port  to  Mayor  dated  February  16th,  1925. 

COMMERCIAL  AVENUE  BRIDGE  OVER  LECHMERE  CANAL 

This  bridge  is  in  very  poor  condition.  The  hand  railings 
are  almost  entirely  rusted  out.  The  deck  needs  renewal.  The 
center  locks  are  in  very  bad  condition.  Four  new  tail. locks 
should  be  installed,  as  recommended  in  letter  to  the  Mayor  dated 
April  14,  1925.

No  material  change  has  been  made  in  the  method  of  collec¬ 
tion  of  ashes.  The  larger  part  of  the  material  is  dumped  in 
open  areas  and  a  certain  quantity  burned  in  our  two  incinerators. 

While  it  is  true  that  some  of  the  larger  buildings  in  the 
city  are  burning  oil,  yet  there  seems  to  be  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  material  put  out  for  collection  and  this  can  be  under¬ 
stood  by  the  fact  that  building  operations  have  increased  greatly 
during  the  year  and  each  building  newly  occupied  means  an 
additional  amount  of  waste  of  all  classes.

There  are  1,931.4  square  yards  in  the  job  and  it  is  expected 
that  further  sections  of  this  street  will  be  paved  next  year. 


IN  GENERAL 

During  the  year  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  the  Ne^v 
England  Brick  Company  by  which  the  city  leased  for  $2,000  per 
year  certain  of  their  land  off  Sherman  Street  for  dumping  pur¬ 
poses.  This  makes  the  dump  question  a  little  bit  clearer  for  the 
time  being. 

At  the  writing  of  this  report,  there  is  a  wide  discussion  of 
the  project  of  selling  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
the  area  of  land  and  buildings  which  is  now  occupied  by  the 
City  Home.  If  such  a  plan  were  put  through,  it  would  wipe  out 
the  offal  barn  and  disposal  plant  and  the  question  of  the  reloca¬ 
tion  of  the  plant  is  quite  likely  to  be  a  serious  one.  A  stable  and 
garage  of  modern  construction  and  a  concrete  disposal  platform 
would  have  to  be  immediately  provided. 

The  Bridge,  Street  widening  project  which  was  to  have  been 
completed  in  September  of  this  year  has  now  been  indefinitely 
postponed  owing  to  the  passage  of  the  Northern  Boulevard  bill 
which  contemplates  widening  Bridge  Street  on  the  opposite  side. 
This  will  change  all  previous  plans  and  no  work  will  be  done 
this  year  at  least  on  the  street. 

Work  on  the  north  side  of  Main  Street  at  the  Cambridge 
Bridge  will  have  to  await  definite  settlement  of  this  widening 
and  it  is  quite  unlikely  that  the  roadway  on  that  side  of  the 
bridge  will  be  built  this  year. 

The  Incinerator  plant  at  the  Raymond  Street  yard  has  now 
been  rebuilt  complete  after  the  fire  and  is  now  in  operation.  The 
lot  of  land  adjoining  the  Ames  Street  plant  is  the  subject  of  an 
offer  to  the  City  Council  as  it  is  proposed  to  build  a  large  candy 
factory  there  and  if  such  is  done  the  hopper  plant  should  be 
demolished  as  it  can  never  be  used  alongside  of  a  candy  factory. 
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PROPOSED  NEW  STREET  CONSTRUCTION 

A  program  of  proposed  work  to  be  done  the  coming  season 
has  been  laid  out  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  and  includes  some 
of  the  larger  and  more  important  thoroughfares  of  the  city.  It 
is  proposed  to  take  the  car  tracks  out  of  Broadway,  from  Me¬ 
chanic  Square  and  repave  the  street  as  far  as  Windsor  Street. 
Massachusetts  Avenue  and  Brattle  Street,  in  section  where  there 
is  now  wood  block  in  poor  condition  is  recommended  for  shallow 
granite  blocks  in  asphalt  mastic. 

Pleasant  Street  will  be  finished  early  in  the  season  and  the 
road  opened  through  to  the  Parkway.  Prospect  Street,  from 
Cambridge  Street  to  the  Somerville  Line,  Windsor  Street,  Kirk¬ 
land  Street,  Inman  Street  and  others  are  recommended  for  Bitu- 
lithic  Pavement  and  Hurley  Street  will  be  built  from  Second  to 
First  with  granite  blocks. 

It  is  proposed  to  do  other  unfinished  thoroughfares  in  the 
East  Cambridge  manufacturing  section  in  order  to  bring  abut¬ 
ting  lots  more  favorably  into  the  market  for  manufacturing 
sites.  Additional  track  facilities  in  this  section  are  now  under 
way  to  aid  this  plan. 

All  the  new  building  projects  now  under  way  in  various 
parts  of  the  city,  both  residential  and  manufacturing,  will  require 
the  streets  in  that  section  to  be  constructed  with  appropriate 
pavement  and  provision  should  be  made  to  finance  these  needs 
when  the  streets  are  ready  for  construction. 

REFUSE  AND  GARBAGE  DISPOSAL 

This  most  serious  subject  must  still  have  the  attention  of 
the  Mayor  and  Council  in  the  event  of  the  sale  of  the  City  Home 
property  which  contemplates  taking  our  facilities  on  these  prem¬ 
ises  not  only  for  the  disposal  of  garbage  but  the  only  city-owned 
dump  in  the  rear  of  the  City  Home.  The  future  outlook  in  this 
and  other  large  cities  seems  to  be  either  incineration  or  reduc¬ 
tion  plants  and  some  investigation  should  be  made  into  the  feas¬ 
ibility  of  constructing  such  plants  in  this  city.  Other  cities  in 
this  part  of  the  state  are  making  the  experiment  and  expending 
large  sums  of  money  in  such  plants  and  the  benefit  of  their 
experience  should  prove  profitable  to  this  city  in  studying  this 
problem. 
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IN  CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and 
f  assistance  of  the  Mayor,  City  Council  and  employees  of  the  de- 
I  partment  in  completing  the  year’s  work.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council,  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  : 

I  Gentlemen  : 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  has  the  honor  to  submit 
its  thirty-second  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March 
*  31st,  1925. 

During  the  past  year  marked  improvements  in  the  condition 
I  of  the  grounds  and  structures  under  the  care  of  the  Board  have 
j  been  made.  The  most  important  of  these  are  the  new  fence 
with  concrete  posts  around  Russell  Field,  and  the  grading  of  the 
Russell  E.  Hoyt  playground. 

The  Corporal  Burns  playground  has  been  enlarged  by  taking 
somewhat  more  than  22,000  sq.  ft.  of  additional  land  by  the 
right  of  eminent  domain.  The  buildings  on  this  land  will  be 
removed  during  the  coming  year,  and  when  the  plot  is  graded 
and  fenced,  it  will  provide  a  much  needed  playground  for  the 
small  children  in  Ward  Eight. 

The  work  of  the  Recreation  Department  has  been  con¬ 
ducted  on  a  larger  scale  than  last  year,  and  the  eagerness  and 
enthusiasm  with  which  both  adults  and  children  have  welcomed 
the  new  opportunities  afforded  for  play  and  community  inter¬ 
course  and  entertainment  warrant  the  Board  in  asking  for  more 
ample  appropriations  for  still  further  extending  these  activities. 

Details  of  the  year’s  work  and  recommendations  for  still 
further  extensions  and  improvements  are  fully  set  forth  in  the 
I  reports  of  the  General  Superintendent  of  Parks  and  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Recreation  which  are  appended  hereto.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

PARKS 


Cambridge,  Mass.,  April  1,  1925. 

To  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  City  of  Cambridge  : 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  Eighteenth  Annual  Report 
for  the  financial  year  beginning  April  1st,  1924,  and  ending 
March  31st,  1925,  as  follows: 

CAMBRIDGE  COMMON 

Inasmuch  as  this  Common  represents  one  of  the  historic 
spots  of  the  city,  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  it  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  by  performing  the  necessary  tasks  incidental  thereto,  such 
as,  covering  the  lawns  with  loam,  rolling  same,  and  cutting  and 
raking  the  grass  as  it  was  required. 

The  ball  field  was  regraded  and  rolled. 

The  rails  of  the  fence  were  repaired  and  painted. 

A  hockey  rink  was  built  and  the  ground  flooded  for  skating 
during  the  skating  season. 

A  new  granolithic  walk,  eight  feet  wide  and  700  feet  long, 
was  laid  between  Waterhouse  and  Garden  Streets.  This  con¬ 
sisted  of  approximately  6,701  sq.  ft.  at  a  total  cost  of  |1,708.75. 
This  walk  was  built  to  replace  the  one  on  Massachusetts  Av¬ 
enue  which  had  been  removed  at  the  time  of  widening  the 
Avenue  at  this  point,  and  the  expense  was  taken  care  of  by  the 
Street  Department. 

Another  granolithic  walk  was  laid  across  the  Common  from 
Waterhouse  Street  to  Massachusetts  Avenue.  This  walk  was  four 
feet  wide  and  contains  about  2,521  square  feet.  The  total  cost 
amounted  to  |642.85.  The  contract  for  this  work  was  awarded 
to  the  lowest  bidder,  Thomas  Mulcare,  at  25i/^c  per  square  foot.) 

Certain  portions  of  the  old  granolithic  walk  were  in  poor 
condition,  so,  in  order  to  remedy  this,  the  joints  were  raised 
above  grade,  and  where  it  was  impossible  to  make  satisfactory 
repairs,  new  squares  were  laid.  The  total  cost  of  repairing  this 
walk  was  $85. 
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The  granite  joints  in  the  foundation  of  the  Soldiers’  Monu¬ 
ment  were  all  filled  with  a  good  cement  and  the  entire  monument 
thoroughly  cleansed  by  the  sand  blast  process. 

The  Common  is  now  in  good  condition  and  should  require 
no  further  repairs,  other  than  those  necessary  for  its  general 
upkeep,  for  some  time  to  come. 

CAMBRIDGE  FIELD 

On  December  19th,  1924,  a  contract  was  entered  into  with 
James  S.  Cassedy  in  the  sum  of  $1,232.38  for  the  overhaul¬ 
ing  of  the  entire  plumbing  system  in  the  building.  This 
contract  provided  for  the  removal  of  all  old  piping  and  the  re¬ 
placing  of  same  with  brass  pipe  and  it  was  further  agreed  that 
whatever  was  needed  in  the  way  of  new  faucets,  copper-lined 
tanks,  urinals,  etc.,  would  be  provided  under  the  terms  of  the 
contract. 

A  new  lavatory  was  installed  in  the  basement  for  the  con¬ 
venience  of  those  using  the  shower  baths  at  an  extra  cost  of 
$170. 

All  of  this  work  was  supervised  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Buildings,  Mr.  Jeremiah  F.  Downey,  for  which  assistance  this 
department  is  most  grateful. 

The  old  sand  boxes  at  the  easterly  end  of  the  building  were 
replaced  by  a  wading  pool  for  children.  It  required  considerable 
constructive  work  to  build  a  satisfactory  pool,  necessitating  the 
laying  of  a  good  mixture  of  cement  on  the  bottom,  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  a  drain  pipe  running  to  the  catchbasin  with  gate  valve, 
and  the  curbing  relaid  around  the  pool.  This  work  was  done 
under  contract  with  Askin  and  Sullivan  for  the  sum  of  $1,210. 
About  180  feet  of  1^2  inch  water  pipe  was  laid  for  supply. 
The  men  from  the  Water  Board  laid  the  pipe  and  the 
other  labor  was  performed  by  the  men  of  the  Park  Department. 

,The  running  track  here  had  been  in  poor  condition  for,  some 
time,  but  it  has  this  year  been  rebuilt,  at  a  cost  of  $400  for 
materials  required,  and  is  now  in  very  good  condition. 

The  grounds  were  given  the  usual  attention,  the  walks  kept 
cleared  during  the  snowy  season,  hockey  rinks  set  out,  goal  posts 
set  up,  etc.  This  year  calcium  chloride  was  used  to  lay  the  dust 
and  this  was  found  to  be  much  more  satisfactory  than  the  oil 
previously  used,  inasmuch  as  this  did  not  come  off  on  the 
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players’  clothes  and  stain  them  as  did  the  oil  preparation,  al¬ 
though  some  of  the  players  claimed  that  this  preparation  had  a 
tendency  to  shrink  their  gloves,  etc.,  if  they  lay  on  the  ground 
'  for  any  length  of  time.  However,  we  have  been  unable  to  locate 
any  other  composition  which  will  serve  to  lay  the  dust,  so  that 
‘  it  seems  to  be  a  question  for  the  Board  to  consider  and  deter¬ 
mine  which  is  the  lesser  of  the  two  evils. 

THORNDIKE  FIELD 

1  No  special  constructive  work  has  been  performed  here  dur¬ 

ing  the  past  year.  General  care  has,  of  course,  been  exercised, 
including  the  repairing  of  the  bleachers,  erecting  of  goal  posts 
and  hockey  rinks,  clearing  of  snow,  and  flooding  of  field  during 
the  winter  season. 

Two  men  are  employed  constantly,  one  working  between 
the  hours  of  8.00  a.m.  and  5.00  p.m.,  the  other  starting  at  1.00 
p.m.  and  leaving  at  9.00  p.m.,  so  in  this  manner  the  field  is  cov¬ 
ered  from  8.00  a.m.  to  9.00  p.m. 

I  am  frank  to  say  that  at  present  Thorndike  Field  is  in  the 
poorest  condition  of  any  field  in  the  city  and  consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  advisability  of  making  improvements 
during  the  coming  year,  at  least  to  the  following  extent: 

Resurfacing  of  the  ball  field. 

Addition  of  approximately  75  feet  to  the  bleachers  in  order 
to  accommodate  those  who  patronize  the  various  games,  and  a 
general  overhauling  of  the  old  bleachers. 

RINDGE  FIELD 

The  building  here  is  in  poor  condition  and  it  will  require 
extensive  repairs  to  put  it  in  proper  shape.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  some  talk  relative  to  erecting  a  new  building  here, 
this  repair  work  with  its  attendant  expense,  has  been  delayed, 
inasmuch  as  it  seemed  inadvisable  to  assume  this  extra  expense 
if  a  new  building  is  to  be  erected. 

Usual  care  was  given  to  the  field — dust  layer  applied,  slacked 
lime  for  baseball,  hockey  rinks  installed,  flooding  and  lighting  of 
field  for  skating,  etc. 

Two  sets  of  bases  were  purchased. 

The  shrubs  along  Rindge  Avenue  were  trimmed. 

The  field  is  now  in  fair  condition. 
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RUSSELL  FIELD 

A  contract  was  entered  into  with  Thomas  Mulcare,  the  lewd¬ 
est  of  six  bidders,  for  the  manufacture  and  erection  of: 

74  Concrete  Fence  Posts — 17  ft.  10  in.  long  @  §27.90  each. 

162  Concrete  Fence  Posts — 12  ft.  10  in.  long  @  §21.95  each. 

The  contract  was  awarded  on  June  22nd,  and  the  work  of 
setting  the  posts  was  begun  on  July  23rd. 

It  was  the  intention  of  the  department  to  replace  the  old 
board  fence  on  the  new  posts,  but  after  the  fence  had  been  taken 
down  in  order  to  install  the  posts  it  was  found  to  be  in  such  poor 
condition  that  it  would  be  only  false  economy  to  put  it  back. 
Consequently,  a  new  board  fence  was  built  on  the  concrete  posts 
around  the  entire  field.  This  required  the  use  of  3,600  ft.  of 
lumber.  All  of  the  labor  and  carpenter  work,  as  well  as  the 
painting,  was  performed  by  the  men  of  the  department. 

While  this  work  was  in  process,  the  field  was  more  or  less 
open,  with  the  result  that  the  parties  renting  the  field  were 
somewhat  inconvenienced  by  the  fact  that  there  were  bystanders 
who  could  witness  the  games  without  paying  the  admission  fee. 
In  order  to  remedy  this  condition  we  borrowed  600  ft.  of  canvas 
from  Boston  College  and  set  this  up  where  the  old  fence  had 
previously  stood. 

A  second  contract  was  made  with  the  W.  A.  Snow  Iron 
Works  for  the  erection  of  700  ft.  of  chain  link  fence  at  a  price 
of  §1.74  per  foot.  This  was  the  lowest  bid  of  three  received. 
The  fence  has  three  gates  and  encloses  the  entire  playfield. 

The  new  wooden  fence  on  the  concrete  posts  surrounding 
the  outside  of  the  field  combined  with  the  chain  link  fence  around 
the  playing  field  serves  to  make  this  one  of  the  best  and  most 
secure  fields  in  New  England. 

About  300  ft.  of  the  old  fence  which  had  been  taken  down 
was  erected  on  the  south  side  of  the  field  along  Rindge  Avenue, 
and  while  this  does  not  look  any  too  well,  it  will  nevertheless 
suffice  for  the  present. 

The  balance  of  the  old  fence  was  sold  for  §25. 

The  grading  around  the  new  locker  building  was  completed, 
two  hundred  shrubs  planted  and  grass  seed  sown,  making  this 
spot  very  attractive. 

The  running  track  was  put  into  first  class  condition  by  the 
spreading  and  rolling  of  sixty-two  yards  of  cinders  over  same. 
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I  New  wire  was  placed  on  the  back  stop  and  two  sets  of  bases 

:  purchased. 

iWith  the  additional  showers  in  the  new  building  and  the 
alterations  in  the  men’s  sanitary  building,  it  was  found  that 

ithe  water  supply  was  inadequate.  Consequently,  180  ft.  of  4" 
main  pipe  was  laid  between  Clifton  Street  and  the  buildings, 
with  branches  of  II/2"  pipo  connecting  the  system  in  the  bath 
and  lavatory  buildings,  thus  making  certain  a  sufficient  water 
supply  at  all  times.  The  labor  on  this  work  was  performed  by 
the  men  in  the  department  with  the  exception  of  the  laying  of 
the  pipe  which  was  done  by  the  men  of  the  Water  Board,  at  a 
j  cost  of  $221.16. 

'  From  the  above,  it  is  of  course  apparent  that  this  field  is 

in  the  best  of  condition  and  it  should  be  some  time  before  any 
I  further  repairs  are  necessary. 

RUSSELL  E.  HOYT  FIELD 

This  spot  was  originally  a  dump  for  the  Street  Department, 
where  ashes  had  been  thrown  for  years  and  such  a  thing  as 
'  grading  had  never  taken  place. 

From  this  it  will  be  apparent  to  you,  that  there  is  much 
work  to  be  accomplished  before  the  field  will  be  in  a  sightly 
I  condition. 

Work  of  grading  the  field  was  commenced  in  the  fall.  After 
#»■ 

;  the  engineering  department  had  taken  levels  it  was  found  that 
I  5,000  cu.  ft.  of  filling  must  be  removed  from  the  center  of  the 
I  field  and  distributed  around  the  sides.  The  new  tractor  which 
i  was  purchased  last  May  aided  greatly  here  in  the  ploughing, 

I  and  men  with  wheelbarrows  were  also  placed  into  service.  Old 
!  cans  of  every  description  were  up-rooted,  as  well  as  wire  parts 
of  automobiles  and  everything  else  one  might  imagine,  so  con¬ 
sidering  conditions  with  which  we  were  obliged  to  contend,  con¬ 
siderable  progress  was  made  until  the  cold  weather  necessitated 
discontinuance. 

A  catchbasin  was  installed  in  the  center  of  the  field  and  a 
6"  drain  laid  connecting  with  the  sewer  on  Western  Avenue. 
A  manhole  was  built  at  the  side  of  the  field.  This  had  a  gate 
valve  on  the  pipe  so  that  the  water  can  be  turned  on  or  off  the 
field,  as  required  for  skating. 

Six  hundred  feet  of  loam  was  purchased  to  lay  over  the 
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ashes,  but  there  should  be  applied  to  the  field  about  six  inches 
of  good,  heavy  loam  in  order  that  the  surface  may  be  hard  and 
solid  for  playing  purposes. 

Hockey  rinks  were  built  and  the  field  was  flooded  and  lighted 
for  skating. 

A  new  back  stop  was  installed,  goal  posts  erected,  and 
swings  repaired. 

Thirty  Lombardy  poplar  trees  were  planted  to  replace  those 
that  had  died. 

At  the  writing  of  this  report,  the  Building  Department  have 
entered  into  contract  for  a  new  building  on  this  field.  However, 
as  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  has  charge  of  this  work, 
there  is  nothing  for  me  to  report  until  it  has  been  turned  over 
to  our  Departm.ent. 


BROADWAY  COMMON 

A  contract  was  made  with  W.  A.  Snow  Iron  Works  for 
the  rebuilding  of  the  iron  picket  fence  along  Broadway.  The 
contract  called  for  the  erection  of  a  new  iron  fence,  using  the 
old  posts,  the  cost  of  which  was  $1,267.  The  contract  allowed 
$50  for  the  old  fence  which  was  taken  down.  This  new  fence 
is  in  good  condition  and  with  care  should  last  for  many  years. 

A  contract  was  also  made  with  P.  J.  Dinn  Company  for 
the  erection  of  441  ft.  of  chain  link  fence  on  the  westerly  side 
of  the  playground,  running  parallel  with  Common  Street  from 
Broadway  to  Harvard  Street.  The  cost  of  this  work  was  $2.30 
per  foot,  which  was  the  lowest  of  four  bids  received. 

With  the  new  fence  here  and  practically  a  new  one  on  Broad¬ 
way,  the  Common  is  in  good  condition,  in  so  far  as  fencing  is 
concerned.  General  conditions  on  the  Common,  however,  are 
no  better  than  those  mentioned  in  my  report  of  a  year  ago — 
the  boys  isist  on  using  the  seeded  portion  for  football  playing 
or  any  other  gam.e  their  fancy  chooses  and  if  we  hope  to  restore 
this  field  to  its  former  condition,  it  is  my  recommendation  that 
a  policeman  be  employed  to  see  that  these  young  men  use  only 
that  portion  of  the  Common  which  has  been  set  aside  for  these 
purposes,  and  not  the  entire  Common  as  is  at  present  the  case 
I  believe  this  would  result  in  attaining  our  end  as  we  have  no 
trouble  on  the  Cambridge  Common  where  conditions  are  similar. 
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The  swings  were  repaired  several  times. 

An  effort  was  made  to  keep  the  grounds  as  attractive  as 
present  conditions  would  permit. 

FRESH  POND  PLAYGROUND 

One  man  was  employed  here  during  the  summer  months 
cutting  the  grass  and  levelling  the  rough  places  in  the  ball  field. 

As  I  stated  in  my  report  of  last  year,  this  ground  is  very 
uneven  and  should  be  ploughed,  harrowed  and  rolled. 

Sixteen  of  the  8-ft.  swings  and  9  of  the  12-ft.  swings  were 
repaired. 


ROBERTS  SCHOOL  YARD 

The  only  constructive  work  performed  was  the  building  of 
a  dike  to  hold  the  water  for  skating. 

The  yard  was  flooded,  an  arclight  provided,  and  the  ice  kept 
clear  of  snow. 

In  the  Spring  the  dike  was  levelled  and  the  yard  thoroughly 
cleaned. 

The  necessary  repairs  were  made  on  the  swings. 

CORPORAL  BURNS  PLAYGROUND 

By  right  of  eminent  domain,  all  of  the  land,  together  with 
the  buildings  thereon,  between  Banks  Street  and  the  present 
playground  was  taken  over  by  the  department.  This  consisted 
of  approximately  22,730  sq.  ft.  of  land  and  six  buildings.  The 
buildings  were  sold  and  the  tenants  notified  to  vacate  on  April 
1st,  1925. 

This  increased  amount  of  land  combined  with  the  previous 
lot  will  make  quite  a  respectable  playground  for  small  children. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  do  considerable  grading  here  and  a 
new  fence  should  be  built  around  the  entire  lot. 

Owing  to  the  poor  condition  of  the  soil  no  attempt  was  made 
to  flood  the  field  for  skating,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  sufficient 
appropriation  will  be  made  this  year  so  as  to  enable  us  to  make 
the  necessary  improvements. 

The  swings  and  tilts  were  put  out  in  the  Spring  and  the 
grounds  raked  and  rolled. 
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THE  MERRILL  SCHOOL  YARD 

The  abutters  on  Antrim  Street  complained  that  those  play¬ 
ing  ball  had  broken  the  glass  in  their  windows.  In  order  to 
avoid  this  condition  a  light  wire  fence  was  built  about  25  ft. 
high,  and  50  ft.  long.  Since  the  erection  of  this  fence  no  com¬ 
plaints  have  been  received  from  the  owners  of  the  adjoining 
property.  The  cost  of  the  fence  amounted  to  $177. 

The  yard  was  flooded  for  skating,  an  arc  light  installed,  the 
ice  kept  clear  of  snow,  the  swings  repaired  and  the  yard  cleaned. 

CITY  HALL 

The  grounds  around  City  Hall  were  given  the  usual  care 
during  the  season.  In  the  Spring,  a  sub  soil  of  loam  was  ap¬ 
plied,  after  which  the  ground  was  seeded  and  rolled,  and  a  few 
shrubs  planted  to  replace  those  that  had  died. 

GERRY’S  LANDING  BATHHOUSE 

A  new  iron  gate  was  cut  in  the  fence  which  runs  between 
the  hospital  grounds  and  the  Parkway.  This  was  done  to  give 
ready  access  to  the  hospital  in  case  of  any  serious  accidents 
occurring  during  the  bathing  season.  A  telephone  connection 
was  installed  between  the  beach  and  the  hospital,  thus  making 
it  possible  to  secure  the  services  of  the  nurses  if  occasion  de¬ 
manded. 

A  voting  booth  was  erected  here;  some  plumbing  done  in 
the  cement  building,  and  the  raft  anchored  and  repaired. 

FLOATING  BATH  HOUSE 

This  was  towed  from  Boston  and  anchored  at  the  East 
Cambridge  embankment  and  considerable  repairs  which  were 
needed  before  it  could  be  used  were  made. 

LONGFELLOW  PARK 

.  One  man  was  employed  here  during  the  entire  year  to  give 
this  park  the  necessary  care  and  attention. 

A  few  shrubs  were  planted  here  and  a  general  cleaning 
took  place,  but  because  of  the  fact  that  the  children  insist  on 
using  this  spot  as  a  playground  it  is  very  difficult  to  keep  it  in 
even  a  sightly  condition. 

The  two  small  squares  at  Pleasant  Street  and  Western 
Avenue,  and  between  Pleasant  Street  and  River  Street,  were 
graded,  seeded  and  rolled. 
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HASTINGS,  DANA  AND  FORT  WASHINGTON  SQUARES 

j  The  closing  of  Niagara  Street  by  an  order  of  the  City  Council 
1  necessitated  considerable  work  at  Dana  Square.  The  old  fence  on 
the  east  side  was  removed  forty  feet  farther  east.  About  ninety 
feet  of  new  fence  was  built,  45  ft.  on  each  end  of  Niagara  Street. 
The  cost  of  this  work,  awarded  to  P.  J.  Dinn  &  Company, 
under  contract  was  $642.  Niagara  Street  was  loamed  and 
graded,  thus  adding  about  700  sq.  ft.  to  this  small  breathing 
space. 

Twenty-seven  new  pickets  were  put  in  the  fence  at  Fort 
Washington  and  the  remainder  of  this  fence  should  receive 
similar  treatment. 

Hastings  Square  received  the  usual  care. 

PEABODY  SCHOOL  YARD 

A  new  eight  foot  chain  link  fence  was  erected  around  the 
playground,  about  330  ft.,  at  a  cost  of  $759. 

This  spot  makes  one  of  our  most  attractive  small  play¬ 
grounds. 


PUBLIC  LIBRARY  GROUNDS 

The  closing  of  Irving  Street  between  Broadway  and  Cam¬ 
bridge  Streets  necessitated  the  regrading  of  the  Street.  On 
November  2nd  bids  were  opened  for  300  yards  of  loam  and  a 
contract  was  made  with  Jeremiah  Sullivan  &  Son  at  the  rate 
of  $2  per  yard.  Work  was  commenced  but  weather  conditions 
prevented  its  completion  until  the  Spring.  All  of  the  loam  was 
delivered,  however,  and  there  is  very  little  more  to  be  done. 

FORESTRY 

As  I  have  stated  in  my  report  of  previous  years,  the  old 
shade  trees  throughout  the  city  are  fast  dying,  especially  the 
elms  and  many  of  the  maples.  Under  the  present  plan  of  street 
construction,*  it  is  impossible  to  give  them  sufficient  moisture, 
with  the  result  that  each  year  the  number  of  dead  trees  becomes 
larger  and  there  is  nothing  to  be  done  except  to  remove  them. 
For  the  past  twenty  years  the  Department  has  been  planting 
approximately  three  hundred  young  trees  each  year,  especially

Norway  maples.  These  have  grown  well,  and  a  good  many  of 
the  streets  on  which  these  have  been  planted  are  really  splendid 
to  look  at. 

During  the  year,  the  following  work  was  done: 

256  Norv/ay  maples  planted. 

30  Lombardy  poplars  planted. 

7  elms  planted. 

156  dead  trees  were  removed. 

28  additional  trees  removed  by  a  vote  of  the  Board. 

Most  of  the  latter  were  removed  on  petition  of  property 
owners,  who  having  -first  built  garages  in  their  yards,  came  to 
petition  for  the  removal  of  the  trees  which  were  then  in  the 
driveway.  I  believe  that  these  people  should  come  to  the  Board 
first,  before  erecting  buildings,  so  as  to  give  every  possible 
opportunity  of  saving  the  trees. 

There  were  686  trees  trimmed. 

MOTHS 

Heretofore  it  was  our  custom  to  spray  the  elm  trees  for 
protection  against  the  elm  leaf  beetle,  but  present  conditions 
are  such  as  to  make  it  necessary  to  spray  all  the  trees  in  order 
to  combat  the  various  insects  which  are  now  prevalent  in  certain 
sections  of  the  city,  including  the  satin  moth,  tent  caterpillar, 
red  spider,  and  maple  aphis. 

The  usual  winter  work  was  carried  on,  fighting  the  gypsy 
moths,  and  the  brown  tail  moths.  The  trees  on  2,427  estates 
were  inspected  and  given  the  necessary  attention. 

A  new  Fordson  tractor  with  a  Johnson  pull  attachment  was 
purchased  for  the  sum  of  $963. 

This  tractor  has  been  a  great  benefit  to  the  department,  as 
it  can  be  used  in  various  lines  of  departmental  work. 


During  the  winter  the  men  of  the  department  built  a  mov¬ 
able  band  stand.  This  stand  is  16  ft.  long  and  14  ft.  wide  and 
will  accommodate  thirty  musicians.  This  was  done  at  a  nominal 
cost  inasmuch  as  the  running  part  of  an  old  spraying  machine 
which  had  been  out  of  commission  for  several  years  was  used 
for  the  body  part,  and  as  the  stand  can  be  easily  carried  to 
wherever  it  may  be  needed,  I  am  sure  it  will  be  very  useful  to  the 
department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  RECREATION 


To  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  \ 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  my  second  report  on  the 
activities  of  the  Recreation  Division.  It  shall  be  my  purpose  to 
comment  on  the  accomplishments  to  date,  and  to  offer  sugges¬ 
tions  for  the  future  development  of  the  recreational  facilities  in 
Cambridge. 

The  most  encouraging  feature  of  the  year  just  closed  has 
been  the  interest  manifested  by  the  community  in  the  efforts 
which  have  been  put  forth  to  place  recreation  on  an  important 
level  in  the  municipal  program.  This  awakening  of  interest  has 
been  manifested  first  of  all  by  the  executive  and  legislative 
branches  of  the  city  government  in  providing  during  the  past 
year  additional  playground  areas  and  other  suitable  facilities  for 
rendering  the  work  of  the  Recreation  Division  more  effective. 
The  second  and  very  encouraging  evidence  of  increased  interest 
in  recreational  activity  has  been  shown  by  the  public  at  large, 
those  for  whom  the  efforts  of  the  city  officials  have  been  ex¬ 
pended.  That  there  has  been  a  marked  and  constant  increase  in 
the  points  of  contact  established  between  the  department  and  the 
residents  of  the  community  is  illustrated  by  the  demands  which 
have  been  and  are  being  made  for  the  service  which  the  Recrea¬ 
tion  Division  was  created  to  render. 

A  second  feature — which  has  undoubtedly  been,  instrumenal 
in  awakening  public  interest — has  been  a  source  of  encourage¬ 
ment  in  conducting  the  program  for  the  past  year.  I  refer  to 
the  progress  made  in  attaining  the  fulfillment  of  some  of  the 
objectives  set  forth  in  the  last  annual  report.  Some  of  the 
accomplishments  of  the  year  just  closed  were  the  securing  of 
additional  play  areas  at  the  Corporal  Burns  and  the  Lowell 
School  grounds ;  the  progress  made  toward  utilizing  some  of  the 
area  around  Fresh  Pond  for  recreation  purposes ;  the  supervision 
of  certain  streets  for  coasting;  the  establishment  of  one  addi¬ 
tional  recreation  center;  the  installation  of  a  wading  pool  at 
Cambridge  Field,  and  the  erection  of  a  recreation  building  at 
Russell  E.  Hoyt  playground. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  just  closed  the  people  of  our 
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city  have  had  many  demonstrations  of  the  value  of  organized 
recreation  in  the  community.  These  demonstrations  are  re¬ 
ferred  to  apart  from  the  regular  program  of  playground  admin¬ 
istration,  recreation  center  activities,  dancing  and  dramatic 
classes,  supervision  of  bathing  places  and  other  similar  activities. 
A  May  Festival,  in  which  300  children  participated  was  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  spring  on  the  lawn  at  the  junction  of  Mount 
Auburn  Street  and  Memorial  Drive.  A  Play  Demonstration  was 
held  at  Russell  Field  during  the  last  week  in  August,  approx¬ 
imately  3,000  children  taking  part  in  the  program.  A  Water 
Carnival  was  conducted  at  Gerry’s  Landing  Beach  on  the  after¬ 
noon  of  Labor  Day  to  the  enjoyment  of  thousands  of  spectators, 
as  well  as  the  hundreds  of  participants.  On  December  24,  a 
Christmas  tree  observance  was  held  at  Cambridge  Common,  and 
a  program  of  carol  singing,  trumpeting,  and  speaking  was  con¬ 
ducted  about  an  illuminated  Christmas  tree.  In  addition,  large 
groups  of  the  residents  enjoyed  a  series  of  open  air  entertain¬ 
ments  conducted  on  the  playgrounds  during  the  summer  eve¬ 
nings;  many  mothers  enjoyed  local  playground  and  dancing- 
class  entertainments  presented  in  various  sections  of  the  city 
throughout  the  year;  thousands  of  adults  enthused  over  com¬ 
petition  of  local  boys  in  a  nation-wide  marble  tournament,  in  the 
several  contests  of  the  playground  leagues,  in  the  keen  rivalry 
furnished  by  a  municipal  twilight  baseball  league,  and  in  the 
several  baseball,  football,  soccer,  basket  ball,  and  hockey  games 
which  have  been  conducted  on  the  municipal  playgrounds. 

SUPERVISION 

It  has  long  been  recognized,  and  experience  constantly 
proves  the  fact,  that  supervision  is  the  most  important  factor 
in  a  successful  recreation  program.  Those  who  are  entrusted 
with  the  leadership  in  the  activities  of  playgrounds  and  recrea¬ 
tion  centers  have  an  unusual  opportunity  for  service  in  that  by 
the  very  nature  of  the  work  they  perform  they  are  moulders  of 
character.  Furthermore,  it  has  long  been  my  contention  that  a 
recreation  leader  is  favored  with  an  environment  for  developing 
moral  and  civic  characteristics  among  those  with  whom  he  comes 
in  contact.  Hence,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  those 
who  are  selected  to  serve  in  the  development  of  recreational 
undertakings  should  be  persons  well  qualified  in  leadership  and 
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character  to  bring  about  the  desired  results.  Above  all  they 
should  be  those  to  whom  the  recreation  movement  appeals  as 
a  vocation. 

A  second  asset  in  maintaining  successful  supervision  is  a 
permanency  in  the  staff  of  employees.  It  is  evident  that  in  this, 
as  in  all  other  lines  of  endeavor,  frequent  changes  in  the  per¬ 
sonnel  of  the  department  hinder  proper  development. 

Emphasis  is  placed  on  these  two  essentials  at  this  time  be¬ 
cause  it  has  become  apparent  to  the  Superintendent  that  the  de¬ 
partment  has  been  somewhat  handicapped  to  date  by  being 
obliged  to  employ  persons  who,  despite  disposition  or  qualifica¬ 
tion  for  the  work,  have  retarded  development  by  regarding  their 
employment  as  temporary.  This  situation  has  come  about 
mainly  through  precedent.  Because  the  recreation  movement 
had  its  origin  in  most  communities  in  the  summer  playground 
program  it  naturally  attracted  students  as  directors  and  super¬ 
visors.  As  a  consequence,  not  only  in  Cambridge,  but  in  prac¬ 
tically  all  other  communities,  the  impression  has  gone  abroad 
that  the  recreation  field  is  limited  almost  wholly  to  part-time 
employees.  In  fact,  the  list  of  eligible  persons  as  certified  by  the 
state  civil  service  authorities  is  composed  almost  wholly  of  stu¬ 
dents  of  those  limited  to  part-time  employment. 

The  purpose  of  this  explanation  of  conditions  is  to  make  it 
clear  to  the  Board  and  to  the  public  that  the  ultimate  success  of 
the  recreation  program  will  depend  largely  on  the  securing  of  at 
least  a  small  gi’oup  of  permanent  employees.  It  is  not  my  inten¬ 
tion  to  infer  that  part-time  employees  are  not  desirable  or  to 
deter  students  from  applying  for  recreational  positions.  On  the 
contrary,  a  large  portion  of  the  program  of  activities  will  call 
for  part-time  employees,  but  there  must  be  a  group  of  per¬ 
manent  year-round  employees  to  whom  the  progress  of  the  de¬ 
partment  must  be  entrusted. 

Your  Superintendent  has  endeavored  to  stress  among  the 
employees  of  the  department  the  desirability  of  permanent 
employment  and  there  is  at  present  some  encouragement  in  the 
thought  that  this  particular  handicap  may  be  somewhat  over¬ 
come  in  the  near  future. 

PLAYGROUNDS 

Playground  supervision  on  some  of  the  areas  in  the  city  is 
now  practically  on  a  year-round  basis.  In  addition  to  the  usual 
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summer  season,  supervision  is  maintained  on  most  of  the  play¬ 
grounds  after  school  hours  each  day,  on  Saturdays,  and  during 
the  periods  of  school  vacations.  The  summer  season  is,  of 
course,  the  busiest  from  the  standpoint  of  activity  and  organ¬ 
ization.  During  the  summer  of  1924,  sixteen  (16)  areas  were 
under  supervision  from  the  closing  of  school  in  June  until  the 
reopening  in  September.  Two  of  these  playgrounds  were  con¬ 
ducted  on  land  not  owned  by  the  City  of  Cambridge.  A  portion 
of  Divinity  Field  was  supervised  with  the  permission  of  the 
officials  of  Harvard  College  and  this  playground  proved  to  be 
very  popular  with  the  children  residing  in  the  Agassiz  School 
district.  With  the  approval  of  the  management  of  the  John 
P.  Squire  Company,  the  Recreation  Division  assumed  supervision 
during  the  summer  of  the  small  lot  adjacent  to  the  factory  on 
Gore  Street.  This  plot,  which  is  situated  in  a  very  congested 
section  of  the  city,  provided  play  facilities  for  hundreds  of  small 
children.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the  consent  of  the  owners, 
these  two  areas  can  be  continued  as  playgrounds  for  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  respective  districts. 

Unusual  interest  marked  the  summer  season  of  1924  on  the 
playgrounds  because  of  the  variety  of  activities  which  were 
arranged  for  the  several  grounds.  Additional  leagues  were 
organized  in  various  sports,  thus  providing  more  competition  and 
including  a  greater  number  of  children  as  participants.  That, 
the  children  are  not  merely  sympathetic  with  the  playground 
organization,  but  actively  interested,  is  attested  by  their  faith¬ 
ful  completion  of  the  several  schedules  involving  the  playing  of 
approximately  250  inter-playground  contests.  The  large  num¬ 
ber  of  participants  in  the  annual  play  demonstration  at  the  close 
of  the  summer  and  the  several  exhibits  of  handwork  also  testify 
to  the  popularity  of  this  part  of  the  recreational  program. 

Dancing  has  become  one  of  the  most  popular  of  the  activ¬ 
ities  among  the  children.  Not  only  during  the  summer  season, 
but  throughout  the  rest  of  the  year  in  the  classes  which  are 
conducted  after  school  hours  in  the  several  sections  of  the  city, 
this  activity  has  attracted  hundreds  of  children  who  derive  much 
pleasure  and  benefits  from  their  instruction  and  social  relations. 

Another  feature  which  has  shown  a  marked  increase  in 
interest  is  the  handwork  program.  In  addition  to  its  advantages 
of  an  occupational  character,  handwork  has  been  effecting  a  most

desirable  relationship  between  the  children  and  adults  in  the 
community.  So  marked  has  been  the  interest  aroused  by  the 
making  of  articles  by  the  children,  that  countless  visits  to  the 
playgrounds  by  parents  have  resulted. 

Since  music  is  a  most  desirable  asset  to  the  individual  as 
well  as  to  the  group,  there  was  introduced  during  the  past  sum¬ 
mer  the  organization  of  musical  activities  in  connection  with 
the  summer  playgrounds.  Further  progress  along  this  line  will 
undoubtedly  be  made  in  the  future. 

In  connection  with  the  summer  playground  activities  it 
is  intended  during  the  coming  season  to  organize  groups  of 
children  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  outings  or  hikes. 
Another  undertaking  which  is  most  desirable  in  conjunction  with 
playground  activities  is  the  supervision  of  children’s  gardens. 
If  sufficient  finances  can  be  provided  and  a  few  plots  reserved 
for  the  purpose,  such  an  undertaking  would  prove  of  much  ben¬ 
efit  to  the  children  in  many  ways. 

Following  the  precedent  of  the  previous  season  the  larger 
grounds  were  under  supervision  during  the  twilight  period  and 
on  Sunday  afternoons.  More  than  ever  before  adults  took 
advantage  of  the  daylight  saving  hours  to  participate  in  the 
various  kinds  of  sports,  the  baseball  diamonds  being  in  con¬ 
stant  use.  In  fact,  even  with  the  most  careful  issuing  of  per¬ 
mits  to  the  numerous  organized  teams  in  the  city  it  was  almost 
impossible  to  provide  accommodations  for  the  playing  of  games 
last  summer. 

This  situation  leads  to  the  suggestion  that  the  acquisition  of 
a  few  more  areas  of  sufficient  size  to  allow  adult  participation 
in  athletics  is  really  essential  to  the  proper  development  of  our 
recreational  program.  The  early  completion  of  the  playground 
on  Raymond  Street,  the  regrading  of  Fresh  Pond  Playground, 
and  the  securing  of  permission  from  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  to  supervise  the  playground  at  Magazine  Beach 
will  do  much  to  remedy  this  situation. 

In  the  annual  recommendations  of  the  Program  and  Goal 
Committee  to  your  Board,  suggestions  were  made  for  the  super¬ 
vision  of  additional  playgrounds  at  Lowell  School  Yard,  Irving 
Street,  Gannett  School  Yard,  and  the  lot  of  land  on  Concord 
Avenue  known  as  “Cofran’s  Pit.”  The  first  three  of  the  above 
named  plots  will  provide  play  spaces  for  small  children  in  lo- 
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calities  not  now  served  by  any  of  the  areas.  The  last  named 
lot  of  land  is  under  private  ownership,  but  pending  its  develop-, 
ment  it  is  possible  that  permission  may  be  obtained  for  play¬ 
ground  supervision. 

While  the  above  recommendations,  if  adopted,  will  not 
insure  ample  playground  provision  for  the  future  of  the  city, 
the  resulting  advantages  will  mark  much  progress  in  that  direc¬ 
tion.  As  in  the  last  annual  report,  your  Superintendent  believes 
that  there  is  still  need  for  additional  play  areas  in  Wards  four 
and  five. 

WINTER  SPORTS 

Some  progress  was  made  during  the  past  season  in  improv¬ 
ing  the  conditions  for  the  enjoyment  of  winter  sports.  Hockey 
rinks  were  again  located  in  different  sections  of  the  city  and 
other  areas  were  flooded  for  general  skating  purposes.  The 
ice  thus  provided  was  well  patronized  and  afforded  a  source  of 
recreation  to  thousands  of  children  and  adults  during  a  period 
when  other  forms  of  outdoor  exercise  were  necessarily  pro¬ 
hibited.  A  new  coasting  slide  for  the  children  was  placed  on 
the  Russell  E.  Hoyt  playground,  and  the  concrete  foundation 
formerly  used  to  support  the  wooden  slide  at  the  Thorndike 
playground  was  utilized  for  coasting  purposes  by  annexing  to  it 
a  small  wooden  platform.  These  coasting  slides  for  children 
have  been  the  cause  of  much  favorable  comment  on  all  sides. 
They  appeal  to  the  parents  particularly  because  their  use  nec¬ 
essarily  keeps  the  children  within  the  playground  enclosure  and 
renders  them  much  safer  than  when  coasting  on  the  city  streets. 
It  is  my  recommendation  that  the  department  gradually  increase 
the  number  of  these  slides  so  that  all  sections  of  the  city  may  be 
served  by  them. 

With  the  approval  of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  Recreation 
Division  also  assumed  the  supervision  of  street  coasting  at  six 
locations  throughout  the  city.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the 
Street  Department,  barriers  were  placed  at  the  entrances  to  the 
streets  where  coasting  was  being  enjoyed,  and  a  representative 
of  the  Recreation  Division  assumed  charge  of  the  coasting  dur¬ 
ing  specified  hours  on  each  day  when  the  condition  of  the  streets 
made  sliding  possible.  From  the  experience  of  the  past  win¬ 
ter  it  should  be  possible  to  control  street  coasting  even  more 
efficiently  another  season. 


Beach  Scene  at  Gerry’s  Landing 
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In  the  report  for  the  previous  year  emphasis  was  placed 
upon  the  desirability  of  erecting  a  municipal  toboggan  slide  at 
Fresh  Pond.  As  a  result  of  a  conference  at  which  represent¬ 
atives  of  the  City  Council,  members  of  the  Water  Board,  and 
representatives  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  were  pres¬ 
ent,  it  appears  now  that  such  a  toboggan  slide  can  be  placed  in 
operation  during  the  coming  winter  provided  the  cost  of  finan¬ 
cing  is  allowed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

BATHING  AND  WADING 

In  addition  to  Magazine  Beach,  which  is  controlled  by  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission,  bathing  facilities  were  pro¬ 
vided  at  Gerry’s  Landing  and  at  the  Floating  Bath  House  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  Charles  River  Basin  near  the  Lechmere  Canal 
Both  places  were  well  patronized  during  the  period  of  twelve 
(12)  weeks’  supervision. 

As  stated  in  the  report  for  1923,  the  accommodations  at 
Gerry’s  Landing  ar'e  very  inadequate  for  the  large  groups  who 
are  accustomed  to  come  there.  Further  efforts  should  be  made 
to  improve  the  surface  of  the  beach  and  to  erect  a  bath  house 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  women  and  girls. 

During  the  past  year  a  wading  pool  has  been  provided  at 
Cambridge  Field  by  making  use  of  the  abandoned  sand  pits. 
This  pool  will  be  an  asset  to  the  children  who  use  this  play¬ 
ground,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  it  will  be  well  patron¬ 
ized.  I  suggest  that  as  soon  as  finances  permit,  similar  facilities 
be  provided  at  the  other  spacious  playgrounds.  Improving  on 
the  experiment  of  the  previous  year,  the  Recreation  Division 
operated  twelve  (12)  street  shower  sprinklers  during  the  ex¬ 
treme  hot  weather.  Wherever  possible  the  sprinklers  were 
located’  near  a  supervised  playground  and  the  showers  were 
provided  at  stated  periods  on  each  day  when  the  weather  war¬ 
ranted  it.  This  feature  has  proved  to  be  very  popular  among 
the  children  of  the  city  and  it  has  been  the  cause  of  much  favor¬ 
able  comment  by  parents  and  the  general  public.  The  showers 
afford  a  source  of  comfort  and  enjoyment  to  many  children  who, 
because  of  their  age  or  place  of  residence,  are  unable  to  visit  the 
bathing  beaches. 

RECREATION  CENTERS 

During  the  indoor  season  the  Division  has  been  conducting 
Recreation  Centers  in  the  Kelley,  Thorndike  and  Agassiz 
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School  buildings.  By  permission  of  the  School  Committee,  por¬ 
tions  of  these  buildings  are  utilized  for  supervised  activities  on 
certain  evenings  each  week.  Because  of  the  limited  space  avail¬ 
able,  the  center  at  the  Kelley  School  building  was  conducted  for 
men  only.  Basket  ball,  boxing,  indoor  quoits,  volley  ball,  and 
similar  games  attracted  an  average  attendance  of  approximately 
100  young  men  on  each  evening  that  the  school  building  was 
used  for  the  purpose. 

At  the  Thorndike  School  building  in  East  Cambridge,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  better  facilities,  a  more  extensive  program  was  con¬ 
ducted,  musical  and  social  activities  being  added  to  those  men¬ 
tioned  above.  The  Agassiz  School  Center,  due  to  the  nature  of 
the  building,  offered  another  type  of  recreation  program  to  the 
people  of  its  district.  Social  activities,  musical  clubs,  dramatic, 
folk  dancing,  hand  work  and  practical  arts  classes  were  fea¬ 
tured  at  this  center.  It  was  not  possible  to  conduct  athletic 
activities  or  active  play  in  this  building. 

From  observation  of  the  past  two  seasons  during  which 
recreation  center  activities  have  been  conducted  by  the  departr 
ment,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  that  such  a  pro¬ 
gram  has  made  a  place  for  itself  in  Cambridge.  If  the  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  School  Committee  can  be  obtained,  the  Russell  School 
should  make  a  desirable  location  for  another  recreation  center. 
The  completion  of  the  new  building  at  Russell  E.  Hoyt  Field 
makes  provision  for  conducting  a  program  of  center  activities 
in  that  vicinity.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent,  the 
gymnasium  at  the  High  and  Latin  School  could  be  utilized  for 
the  conducting  of  indoor  activities  for  adults  during  the  winter 
months.  If  in  addition  some  provision  is  made  for  a  recreation 
center  in  the  North  Cambridge  section,  and  if  better  facilities 
are  provided  in  the  district  now  served  by  the  Kelley  School  Cen¬ 
ter — both  of  which  projects  were  recommended  in  the  previous 
report — the  indoor  program  of  the  department  would  be 
adequately  provided  for. 

Not  only  are  we  following  the  lead  of  many  communities  and 
recreational  experts  throughout  the  land,  but  experience  of  the 
past  two  seasons  in  our  own  city  has  shown  that  the  recreation 
center  occupies  a  worthy  place  in  the  program  of  this  depart¬ 
ment.  The  results  cannot  be  measured  in  terms  of  finance,  nor 
are  the  returns  from  the  expenditures  for  this  purpose  possible 
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to  be  estimated  in  any  tangible  way,  but  there  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  hundreds  of  young  men  and  women  who  are 
patronizing  the  recreation  centers  and  participating  in  whole¬ 
some  enjoyment  are  bound  to  be  moral  and  social  assets  to  the 
community  rather  than  liabilities. 

COOPERATIVE  UNDERTAKINGS 

Perhaps  more  than  any  other  department  or  organization  in 
a  community,  the  Recreation  Department  by  its  very  nature  is 
both'  dependent  upon  the  cooperation  of  other  agencies,  and  is  in 
itself  the  means  of  assistance  to  individuals  and  groups.  Thus, 
it  is  a  very  important  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Recreation 
to  work  in  conjunction  with  other  organizations,  and  it  is  a 
source  of  pleasure  to  recount  the  many  forms  of  assistance  and 
cooperation  rendered  during  the  past  year. 

The  office  of  the  Superintendent  has  been  utilized  exten¬ 
sively  as  a  consultation  bureau  by  many  individuals  and  groups ; 
the  department  has  been  requested  to  furnish  leadership  and 
suggestions  for  group  activities;  materials  have  been  loaned  to 
organizations  and  institutions  to  be  used  at  outings  and  picnics ; 
the  Recreation  Superintendent  has  on  several  occasions  planned 
programs  for  recreation  activities;  playground  children  have 
participated  in  the  programs  presented  in  hospitals  and  institu¬ 
tions  ;  and  numerous  other  forms  of  service  have  been  rendered 
by  the  department.  These  cooperative  undertakings  have  been 
extended  over  a  wide  field.  Social  organizations,  church  so¬ 
cieties,  industrial  groups,  welfare  organizations,  fraternal  orders^, 
and  educational  institutions  are  among  the  groups  with  which 
the  Recreation  Division  has  joined  forces  during  the  year.  The 
Superintendent  desires  to  emphasize  especially  the  relations 
existing  between  the  Recreation  Division  and  the  school  author¬ 
ities,  both  public  and  private.  Very  pleasant  relationships  have 
also  existed  between  this  department  and  the  Boy  Scouts,  the 
Massachusetts  Safety  Council,  and  several  of  the  private  social 
agencies  in  the  community. 

PROVISION  FOR  ADULT  RECREATION 

The  Superintendent  believes  that  there  is  now  provided  in 
Cambridge  a  well  organized  system  of  playground  supervision 
which  amply  cares  for  the  children  and  youth  of  the  population. 
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Emphasis  should  now  be  placed  upon  adequate  facilities  for  the 
adult  members  of  the  community.  This  portion  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  is  naturally  more  reticent  to  undertake  participation  in 
active  games  and  sports,  although  a  small  proportion  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  will  always  be  found  engaged  in  active  recreation.  Golf  and 
tennis  are  games  which  at  the  present  time  are  inducing  large 
groups  of  people  to  seek  recreation  by  participation.  While  our 
city  possesses  but  limited  opportunity  for  the  former  game, 
we  should  provide  opportunity  for  tennis  in  many  sections  of  the 
city.  At  the  present  time  there  are  but  two  municipal  tennis 
courts  which  are  located  at  Rindge  Field.  These  courts  and  the 
five  provided  by  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  near  Mag¬ 
azine  Beach  are  the  only  places  available  for  public  use  in  such  a 
populous  city.  Accordingly,  I  recommend  that  as  soon  as 
possible  other  courts  be  provided  at  Cambridge  Field,  Russell 
E.  Hoyt  playground.  Corporal  Burns  playground,  and  on  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  land  adjacent  to  the  Rindge  Technical  School. 

Hand  ball  is  another  game  which  provides  both  exercise  and 
entertainment  to  a  large  number  of  adults.  The  suggestion  is 
made,  therefore,  that  in  providing  future  equipment  on  the 
larger  playgrounds,  consideration  be  given  to  the  installation  of 
hand  ball  courts. 

As  has  been  stated  above,  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
adult  population  seeks  its  recreation  in  a  passive  form.  Hence 
the  need  and  wisdom  of  making  provision  for  band  concerts  and 
entertainments,  dramatic  and  musical  presentations.  This  type 
of  recreation  is  often  given  too  little  consideration  from  the 
community  standpoint,  but  your  Superintendent  believes  that 
the  results  obtained  from  furnishing  this  kind  of  recreational 
facility  justifies  both  the  effort  and  money  which  may  be 
expended  on  it. 

While  commenting  upon  this  subject,  the  suggestion  is  here¬ 
by  offered  that  in  planning  the  future  development  of  this  pro¬ 
gram,  due  consideration  be  given  to  securing  a  municipal 
auditorium.  A  large  number  of  cities  throughout  the  country, 
many  of  them  of  smaller  size  than  Cambridge,  are  now  the  proud 
possessors  of  this  type  of  building.  Such  an  auditorium  would 
provide  opportunity  for  an  almost  unlimited  number  of  uses. 
It  could  be  utilized  on  several  occasions  for  community  meetings, 
public  celebrations  and  observances;  it  would  be  an  asset  for 
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the  organization  of  community  dramatics,  musical  and  choral 
societies;  it  would  serve  as  a  community  forum  for  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  civic  questions;  and  in  general,  its  possession  would 
add  much  to  the  cultural,  civic  and  social  welfare  of  the 
community. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

In  the  course  of  this  report  several  suggestions  have  been 
made  which  for  the  sake  of  brevity  and  clearness  are  herewith 
submitted: 

The  early  completion  of  the  Raymond  Street  playground. 

The  regrading  of  the  Fresh  Pond  playground  and  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  a  shelter  building  thereon. 

Securing  the  land  between  the  northeasterly  side  of  Me¬ 
morial  Drive  and  Granite  Street  for  use  as  a  recreation  area,  and 
for  providing  additional  tennis  courts. 

Securing  permission  from  the  Metropolitan  District  Commis¬ 
sion  to  supervise  and  regulate  use  of  the  area  on  the  south¬ 
westerly  side  of  Memorial  Drive  between  Magazine  Beach  and 
the  present  Cottage  Farm  Bridge. 

Erection  of  bleachers  at  Cambridge  Field. 

Securing  more  spacious  playground  accommodations  in 
Wards  Four  and  Five. 

Erection  of  more  children’s  coasting  slides. 

Further  provision  for  safeguarding  coasting  on  city  streets. 

Erection  of  a  municipal  toboggan  slide. 

Improvement  of  the  bathing  facilities  at  Gerry’s  Landing. 

Providing  wading  pools  at  larger  playgrounds. 

Including  children’s  gardens  within  the  program  of  the 
Recreation  Division. 

Establishing  recreation  centers  at  Russell  School  building, 
High  School  gymnasium,  and  at  the  new  building  on  the  Russell 
E.  Hoyt  playground. 

Securing  suitable  building  at  Rindge  Field  and  augmenting 
the  facilities  for  indoor  recreation  at  Cambridge  Field. 

Inaugurating  a  movement  to  obtain  a  municipal  auditorium. 

Provision  for  a  series  of  municipal  band  concerts. 

CONCLUSION 

In  concluding  the  report  for  the  year,  the  Superintendent 
desires  to  express  his  appreciation  of  the  assistance  of  the 
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Chairman  and  the  other  members  of  the  Board  of  Park  Com¬ 
missioners.  Acknowledgement  is  made  of  the  co-operation  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Parks  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board.  Sev¬ 
eral  of  the  other  municipal  departments  have  also  rendered 
valuable  assistance  to  the  Recreation  Division  in  its  elforts  to 
provide  recreational  facilities  in  the  community.  Since  the  na¬ 
ture  of  the  recreation  program  involves  such,  a  variety  of  activi¬ 
ties,  it  is  most  satisfying  to  receive  co-operation  from  both  pub¬ 
lic  and  private  sources.  Such  harmony  of  interest  is  certain  to 
produce  results  which  will  contribute  not  merely  to  the  success 
of  the  recreation  program,  but  to  the  welfare  of  the  community 
in  general.

BRIDGES 

FIRST  STREET  BRIDGE  OVER  BROAD  CANAL 

The  new  bridge  at  First  Street  which  was  begun  in  the  fall 
of  1922  and  was  mentioned  in  the  last  two  reports,  was  com¬ 
pleted  and  opened  for  traffic  April  7th,  1924. 

The  bridge  rests  on  two  concrete  piers  placed  in  the  Broad 
Canal  and  two  concrete  abutments,  one  on  each  bank.  The 
superstructure  is  of  steel  I  beams  and  girders.  The  floors 
of  the  approach  spans  are  of  cement  concrete  paved  with 
“Durax”  granite  blocks.  The  floor  of  the  draw  span  is  of  wood 
covered  with  creosoted  wood  block  paving. 

The  counterweight  which  balances  the  draw  and  renders  it 
easy  to  operate,  is  of  concrete  and  scrap  metal,  sustained  across 
and  above  the  roadway.  The  draw  is  operated  by  two  15  h.p. 
electric  motors. 

The  drawway  or  opening  for  vessels  is  forty-two  and  one- 
half  feet  (421/2  ft.)  wide  and  is  protected  by  heavy  oak  piling 
and  facing  timbers  on  each  side.  Ten  dolphins  of  heavy  oak 
piles  were  placed  in  the  canal  to  further  facilitate  the  passage  of 
vessels. 

The  total  cost  of  the  bridge,  abutments,  piling,  etc.,  com¬ 
plete,  has  been  $109,626.14. 

SIXTH  STREET  BRIDGE  OVER  BROAD  CANAL 

Like  the  First  Street  Bridge,  this  bridge  has  been  in  very 
bad  condition  for  some  time  and  on  August  21st‘,  1924,  it  wa^. 
recommended  that  it  be  closed  to  team  traffic.  Plans  tor  a  new 
concrete  and  steel  bridge  had  been  prepared  and  bids  for  build¬ 
ing  the  abutments  and  piers  were  invited,  and  a  contract  with 
the  S.  C.  Sperry  &  Co.,  Inc.,  of  Cambridge,  was  executed  for  the 
carrying  out  of  this  work. 

Before  the  old  bridge  was  removed,  a  wood  foot  bridge,  for 
the  accommodation  of  pedestrians,  was  built  by  the  contractors 
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by  day  labor  and  is  still  in  service.  Work  under  this  contract 
was  begun  September  12th,  1924,  and  the  contract  was  com¬ 
pleted  January  19th,  1925.  The  sum  of  $18,861.21  has  been 
paid  the  S.  C.  Sperry  Co.,  Inc.,  for  work  under  the  contract  and 
including  extra  work,  building  the  foot  bridge,  etc. 

The  contract  for  building  the  steel  superstructure,  approach 
and  draw  spans,  was  executed  September  26th,  1924,  by  the 
Boston  Structural  Steel  Co.  of  Cambridge  and  the  work  is  now 
fairly  well  advanced,  the  steel  work  on  the  fixed  spans  now. 
being  in  position  on  the  bridge. 

THIRD  STREET  BRIDGE  OVER  BROAD  CANAL 

An  examination  of  this  old  wooden  bridge  shows  that  while 
it  can  be  put  into  condition  to  last  a  short  while  longer,  if  care 
is  exercised  in  its  use,  for  a  moderate  sum  of  money,  yet  it 
must  be  entirely  renewed  at  an  early  date  and  a  new  bridge 
built  in  its  place. 

I  recommend  that  plans  be  prepared  for  this  bridge  by  1926. 

MUNROE  STREET  EXTENSION  AND  INDUSTRIAL  TRACK 

AT  “THE  FRONT’ 

Munroe  Street,  as  originally  laid  out,  extended  easterly 
only  as  far  as  First  Street.  With  the  proposed  development  of 
the  park  area,  between  Commercial  Avenue  and  the  Charles 
River,  known  as  “The  Front,”  it  became  necessary  to  supply  the 
tract  with  freight  railroad  track  facilities.  After  a  thorough 
examination  of  the  question  by  a  special  Commission  of  three 
citizens  of  the  City,  it  was  decided  that  this  could  best  be  ac¬ 
complished  by  extending  Munroe  Street  from  First  Street  eas¬ 
terly  to  Commercial  Avenue  through  land  of  the  Viscol  Com¬ 
pany.  This  street  was  accordingly  laid  out  by  the  City  March 
9th,  1923.  ■ 

It  was  also  decided  to  lay  an  additional  track  in  Munroe 
Street  between  Third  Street  and  First  Street  and  extend  the 
new  track  to  Commercial  Avenue  and  lay  a  new  double  track 
along  the  Commercial  Avenue  front  to  Rogers  Street. 

On  August  5,  1924,  a  contract  was  made  with  the  J.  F. 
Kennedy  Company,  of  Boston,  to  furnish  and  lay  this  track. 
The  work,  including  about  2,100  feet  of  single  track  with  turn- 
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outs,  switches,  etc.,  and  relaying  considerable  portions  of  the 
street  paving,  was  completed  November  5,  1924,  at  a  total  ex¬ 
pense  of  120,117.52. 

In  connection  with  the  above  work,  portions  of  the  land  of 
the  City  were  found  to  be  much  above  the  proper  grade  for  de¬ 
velopment,  while  other  portions  were  below  the  grade.  Accord¬ 
ingly  a  contract  was  made  with  M.  F.  Sullivan  &  Company  July 
22,  1924,  for  grading  the  lot.  This  contract  was  completed 
November  10,  1924.

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MOSQUITO  SUPPRESSION 

The  season’s  work  on  the  suppression  of  mosquitoes  began 
April  20th,  1924,  and  continued  until  September  23rd,  1924, 
when  the  funds  available  for  this  work  were  exhausted.  The 
appropriation  for  this  work  by  the  City  was  supplemented  by 
the  voluntary  subscriptions  of  public  spirited  citizens  secured  by 
a  committee  of  the  citizens  interested  in  this  work. 

The  early  part  of  the  season  was  very  favorable  for  their 
control,  having  very  little  rain,  and  so  producing  a  drying  out 
of  many  ponds  and  low  places  and  resulting  in  only  a  small  num¬ 
ber  of  mosquitoes. 

Later  in  the  season,  however,  heavy  rains  occurred  and 
great  numbers  of  the  embryo  mosquitoes  were  hatched  out.  It 
was  only  by  the  prompt  application  of  oil  that  a  veritable  plague 
of  the  insects  was  avoided. 

Extensive  breeding  grounds  on  the  Boston  side  of  the 
Charles  River  were  found  close  to  the  City  Line  containing  great 
numbers  of  the  mosquito  larvae.  These  areas  were  treated  by 
the  City  of  Cambridge  men,  the  expense  being  met  by  the  private 
funds  raised  by  the  committee  above  referred  to.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
6  of  Ordinance,  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  for  your  consider¬ 
ation  the  annual  report  of  the  condition  and  operation  of  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  year  commencing  April  1,  1924,  and 
ending  March  31,  1925. 

A  record  of  the  Department  will  be  found  in  the  report 
showing  the  number  of  alarms  to  which  response  has  been  made, 
with  the  losses  resulting  therefrom;  also  the  number  and  kind 
of  improvements  made  during  the  year,  together  with  recom¬ 
mendations  for  improvements  that  are  necessary. 

During  the  year  commencing  April  1,  1924,  and  ending 
March  31,  1925,  the  Department  responded  to  1,360  alarms, 
which  were  148  more  than  last  year. 

The  total  losses,  together  with  the  insurance  and  the  amount 
of  insurance  paid  were  as  follows: 

Buildings  loss  $326,112.16  Ins.  paid  $313,495.66 

Contents  loss  476,122.16  Ins.  paid  459,452.27 

During  the  year  the  following  improvements  have  been 
made:  one  Combination  Auto  Pump  and  Hose  car  with  a  pump¬ 
ing  capacity  of  750  gallons  per  minute  was  purchased  from  the 
American  LaFrance  Fire  Engine  Company  of  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  and 
placed  in  Engine  House  No.  3,  located  at  Third  and  Gore  Streets, 
East  Cambridge;  one  American  LaFrance  75  foot  Aerial  Ladder 
Truck  was  purchased  and  placed  in  the  house  of  Ladder  No.  4, 
located  at  Taylor  Square,  and  the  City  Service  Ladder  Truck 
that  this  company  was  operating  was  placed  in  reserve.

One  private  was  retired  on  pension,  and  one  died  during  the 
year,  and  appointments  were  made  from  the  Civil  Service  list 
to  fill  the  vacancies.

The  several  fire  stations  are  badly  in  need  of  repairs,  as 
only  one  station  complies  with  the  Fire  Prevention  Rules  and 
Regulations  governing  the  keeping  of  automobiles  in  buildings, 
and  would  recommend  that  a  start  be  made  this  year  so  that 
these  buildings  will  comply  with  the  law  governing  same.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  again  renew  my  recommendations  that  a  suitable  lot  of 
land  be  purchased  and  a  building  erected  thereon  to  house  En¬ 
gine  No.  1  and  Ladder  No.  1,  now  located  in  the  Brattle  Square 
building;  also  that  land  be  purchased  and  a  building  erected 
thereon  to  take  the  place  of  the  engine  house  now  located  in 
Lafayette  Suqare,  as  this  is  too  large  for  the  purpose  and  the 
location  is  too  valuable  to  be  used  as  an  engine  house  site. 

I  also  renew  my  recommendation  that  a  building  be  erected 
on  the  land  owned  by  the  City,  adjoining  the  Ladder  House  on 
Portland  Street,  the  same  to  be  used  as  a  repair  shop  for  the 
Fire  Department,  as  we  are  badly  in  need  of  such  a  building  so 
that  we  can  repair  the  apparatus  instead  of  having  to  send  it 
away.  The  present  quarters  now  at  the  Inman  Square  House 
are  too  small  and  compact  for  our  use,  and  also  the  erection  of 
a  drill  tower  on  the  same  lot  so  that  thei  men  may  be  drilled  and 
become  more  efficient  with  the  working  of  the  apparatus  and  the 
use  of  ladders  and  tools  carried  on  same.

It  is  to  be  noted  that  252  of  the  364  arrests  are  for  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  liquor  laws,  that  a  larger  amount  of  money  was  paid 
in  the  District  Court  in  fines  the  past  year  than  the  year  before 
and  that  the  amount  paid  in  the  Superior  Court  was  doubled. 

Some  defendants  have  served  time  in  the  House  of  Correc¬ 
tion. 

A  smaller  amount  of  liquor  was  seized  this  year  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  rum-sellers,  having  lost  so  heavily  in  the  past, 
keep  smaller  amounts  of  liquor  on  hand. 

The  Vice  Squad  has  been  greatly  assisted  by  His  Honor  the 
Mayor,  Edward  W.  Quinn,  and  John  J.  McBride,  Chief  of  Police, 
who  have  at  all  times  given  us  their  support,  making  it  possible 
to  continue  the  work  without  fear  of  whom  it  might  displease. 
;  The  co-operation  of  the  captains  of  each  police  division  and 
li  most  of  the  officers  working  under  them  have  been  of  much 
assistance  to  us. 

I  appreciate  the  work  of  the  four  officers  who  work  with 
me  and  to  whom  a  large  part  of  the  success  of  the  Vice  Squad 
is  due. 

The  police  department  might  well  be'  proud  of  these  officers, 
who  in  the  face  of  temptation  and  danger,  remain  true  to  their 
obligations.

In  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  close  co-operation  between 
the  schools’  social  agencies  and  the  policewoman;  as  well  as  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  brought  to  her  attention  by 
parents  or  relatives  of  girls  needing  advice,  warning  and  follow- , 
up.  On  the  other  hand,  there  seems  to  be  a  greater  orderliness 
discernible  on  the  streets,  especially  during  the  early  part  of  the 
night  when  the  younger  girls  are  in  evidence.  Repeated  warn¬ 
ings  to  individuals  and  groups  of  this  type  seem  to  be  resulting, 
satisfactorily.  Regrettable,  however,  is  the  fact  that  cases  of 
indecent  assault,  attempted  rape  and  rape  have  increased  (or  it 
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may  be  that  they  are  coming  to  our  attention,  in  which  case  it 
may  be  not  so  regrettable).  In  these  cases  proper  action  has 
been  taken  and  satisfactory  sentences  imposed  by  the  courts. 
The  several  matrons  in  our  dance  halls  and  theatres  pass  along 
valuable  information  and  facts  concerning  the  actions  or  habits 
of  certain  girls  which  make  follow-up  helpful  and  constructive. 
It  is  safe  to  say  that  there  has  been  no  evidence  of  liquor  in  the 
dressing  rooms  of  the  girls,  therefore  none  of  the  resultant  ob¬ 
jectionable  talk  and  actions. 

Men  in  autos  soliciting  girls  are  warned  as  are  also  the  girls 
who  seek  to  ride  with  strangers  at  night. 

Domestic  relations,  neglect,  and  venereal  disease  cases  are, 
as  formerly,  followed  up  and  touch  kept  with  the  home  of  all 
cases  where  help  or  advice  is  needed.

With  the  exception  of  six  days  in  August,  1924,  when  it 
became  necessary  to  use  our  Worthington  pumping  engines,  the 
pumping  for  the  year  was  performed  by  our  Leavitt  engine  No.  7. 


RESERVOIRS 

Since  February  12,  1925,  the  water  has  been  overflowing 
the  crest  at  Stony  Brook  Reservoir,  and  today  the  elevation  of 
the  water  is  83.62  or  .62  above  top  of  crest,  and  this  represents 
a  wastage  into  Charles  River  of  41,900,000  gallons. 

The  elevation  of  the  water  in  Hobbs  Brook  Reservoir  is 
182.65  or  .60  below  the  top  of  crest. 

During  the  year  the  overflow  at  Stony  Brook  amounted  to 
2,941,900,000  gallons,  or  about  70%  of  our  pumpage. 

It  would  seem  necessary  to  provide  for  an  additional  stor¬ 
age  area  for  this  wastage. 

We  have  at  no  time  been  anxious  because  of  a  possible 
shortage  of  our  water  supply.  The  average  elevation  of  our 
supply  at  Fresh  Pond  has  been  15.04. 

Stony  Brook  storage  reached  its  highest  elevation  (83.40) 
twice,  on  April  8,  1924,  and  on  February  13,  1925,  and  its  low¬ 
est  (67.23)  on  July  30,  1924. 

The  highest  elevations  (183.81)  of  both  Hobbs  Brook  reser¬ 
voirs  were  reported  April  8,  1924,  and  their  lowest  elevations 
(177.97)  were  reported  on  January  29,  1925. 

METERS 

Of  our  15,523  active  supplies,  7,678  (49%)  are  metered. 

We  receive  income  from  7,536  meters  which  are  placed  on 
domestic  and  industrial  supplies. 

On  the  City’s  schoolhouses,  public  buildings,  etc.,  there  are 
77  meters,  and  on  fire  supplies  there  are  65  fire  supply  meters. 
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On  December  13,  1924,  Mr.  Edwin  C.  Brooks  passed  away. 
His  sudden  death  was  a  great  shock  to  his  friends  and  old  asso¬ 
ciates. 

He  came  to  Cambridge  and  to  the  Water  Department  on 
November  17,  1870,  as  chief  engineer  at  our  pumping  station. 

In  1895,  he  was  made  acting  superintendent,  and  filled  both 
positions  until  1898,  when  he  was  made  superintendent;  this 
position  he  held  until  July  14,  1913,  when  he  retired  with  a 
pension. 

Mr.  Brooks  was  a  Civil  War  Veteran.  His  years  of  prac¬ 
tical  experience  and  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the  Cambridge 
Water  Works  made  him  a  most  valuable  official. 

Quoting  from  the  Water  Board  records  of  January  2,  1925 : 
“Mr.  Edwin  C.  Brooks  became  an  employee  of  the  Water  Board 
in  1870,  serving  25  years  as  engineer  and  18  as  superintendent. 
The  Water  Board  desire  to  extend  to  the  widow  and  family  their 
profound  sympathy  in  the  loss  of  Mr.  Brooks  and  have  inscribed 
on  our  records  a  tribute  to  his  ability  and  faithfulness.”

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

Population  by  census  1925  | 

Estimated  population  March  31,  1925  \  ’ 

“Cambridge  Water  Works  Corporation”  was  chartered  in 
1852  and  organized  in  1853. 

The  works  were  constructed  in  1855,  Mr.  John  Blake,  con¬ 
sulting  engineer,  and  came  into  possession  of  the  city  by  pur¬ 
chase  in  1865,  when  they  were  called  “Cambridge  Water  Works.” 

The  original  source  of  supply  was  Fresh  Pond  in  Cambridge 
and  Belmont,  which  was  enlarged  by  connection  via  conduit  with 
Wellington  Brook  and  Spy  Pond,  Arlington.  The  waters  of  these 
additional  sources  were  adjudged  unfit  for  domestic  use  in  1880 
and  since  that  time  have  not  been  utilized  for  a  supply  in  Cam¬ 
bridge. 

In  1887,  Fresh  Pond  was  augmented  by  a  storage  reservoir 
which  had  been  constructed  on  Stony  Brook,  located  in  Weston 
and  Waltham. 

The  waters  from  this  brook  are  brought  to  Fresh  Pond  by 
a  conduit,  originally  a  thirty-inch  cast  iron  pipe,  which  was  laid 
through  Waltham  and  Watertown  to  Fresh  Pond  Reservoir. 

This  extension  of  the  works  was  made  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Henry  N.  Crafts,  as  consulting  engineer,  and  our  City  Engi¬ 
neer,  Mr.  W.  S.  Barbour.- 

The  population  of  the  city  was  about  60,000  in  1887. 

In  1897,  an  additional  provision  was  made  for  storing  water 
by  the  construction  of  two  large  reservoirs  artificially  formed  by 
constructing  two  dams  across  Hobbs  Brook,  which  is  a  tributary 
of  Stony  Brook,  and  flows  through  Lexington  and  Lincoln. 
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Payson  Park  Distributing  Reservoir  also  was  completed  in 
1897. 

Consulting  engineers,  Mr.  A.  Fteley  and  Messrs.  Rice  and 
Evans,  and  our  City  Engineer,  Mr.  L.  M.  Hastings,  directed  the 
construction  of  these  reservoirs. 

The  population  was  about  87,500  in  1897. 

In  1905  and  1906,  two  sections  of  the  Stony  Brook  pipe  line 
were  rebuilt;  the  new  conduit  was  made  of  concrete,  sixty-three 
inches  in  diameter.  Another  part  was  rebuilt  in  1908,  when  a 
new  thirty-inch  main  of  cast  iron  was  laid  to  replace  1,500  feet 
of  old  thirty-inch  line  which  has  been  abandoned. 

The  consulting  engineer  for  the  concrete  conduit  was  Mr. 
Freeman  C.  Coffin,  assisted  by  our  City  Engineer,  Mr.  L.  M. 
Hastings. 

The  new  thirty-inch  main  was  laid  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Water  Works  Superintendent,  Mr.  E.  C.  Brooks. 

The  conduit  is  constructed  as  follows: 

From  Fresh  Pond  to  River  Street,  Waltham,  27,405  feet  of 
33-inch  concrete. 

From  River  Street  to  Stony  Brook  Dam,  1,500  feet  of  30- 
inch  (new)  ;  6,023  feet  of  30-inch  (old)  ;  4,826  feet  of  36-inch 
(old). 

Mode  of  supply :  gravity  from  Hobbs  Brook  and  Stony 
Brook  storage  reservoirs  to  Fresh  Pond  receiving  reservoir; 
pumping  from  Fresh  Pond  receiving  reservoir  to  Payson  Park 
distributing  reservoir,  through  the  40-inch  steel  pumping  main ; 
thence,  by  gravity,  to  consumers  through  the  40-inch  steel  dis¬ 
tributing  main.  The  Leavitt  engine,  of  20,000,000  gallons 
capacity,  is  connected  with  this  steel  main. 

In  case  of  necessity  the  water  can  be  pumped  direct  from 
the  pumping  station  through  the  30-inch  and  24-inch  cast  iron 
pumping  mains  into  the  40-inch  steel  distributing  main.  The 
Worthington  engines  are  used  in  connection  with  these  mains 
and  are  held  in  reserve  for  any  possible  emergency. 

The  length  of  this  40-inch  steel  pumping  main  from  the 
Pumping  Station  to  Payson  Park  Reservoir  is  8,392  feet  and 
from  the  Payson  Park  Reservoir  the  40-inch  steel  distributing 
main  to  the  Cambridge  Common  is  14,924  feet;  total,  23,316  feet. 

In  1921-1923  the  Filtration  Plant  was  built  on  the  shore  of 
Fresh  Pond  in  Kingsley  Park  by  Coleman  Brothers  of  Boston. 
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The  filter  equipment  was  installed  by  Roberts  Filter  Manu¬ 
facturer  Company  of  Darby,  Pa. 

The  Wheeler  filter  bottom  was  installed  by  the  New  York 
Continental  Jewell  Filtration  Company  of  Nutley,  N.  J. 

The  plant  was  officially  opened  June  28,  1923. 

METHOD  OF  PURIFYING  CAMBRIDGE  WATER 

The  water  formerly  flowing  by  gravity  into  Fresh  Pond 
from  Stony  Brook  is  now  diverted  through  a  42-inch  pipe  and 
enters  the  sedimentation  basin  (which  has  a  capacity  of  1,- 
500,000  gallons) .  Here  the  chemical  treatment  takes  place. 

The  water  then  flows  to  the  filter  beds  and  passes  through 
three  feet  of  graduated  sand  and  gravel,  where  all  suspended 
matter,  caused  by  coagulation  after  chemical  treatment,  is  re¬ 
moved. 

The  water  then  passes  through  an  areator,  where  all  gases 
are  removed,  and  finally  receives  chlorine  in  quantity  sufficient 
to  kill  all  germs. 

The  water  then  passes  to  the  clear  water  basin  (which  has 
a  capacity  of  4,000,000  gallons),  thence  to  the  pumping  station, 
whence  it  is  pumped  to  Payson  Park  Reservoir  for  distribution 
to  the  consumers,  by  gravity. 

In  the  event  of  insufficient  flow  from  Stony  Brook,  a  low  lift 
pump  room  has  been  constructed,  and  provision  has  been  made 
to  pump  the  water,  when  necessary,  from  Fresh  Pond  direct  to 
the  sedimentation  basin,  through  a  unit  of  high  speed  centrifugal 
pumps.

City  of  Cambridge,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  herewith  submit  their  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1925. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  May  8,  1924,  Ber¬ 
nard  B.  Welch  was  unanimously  elected  chairman. 

The  increased  expenditures  of  this  department  were  due 
largely  to  unemployment.  This  condition  was  general  through¬ 
out  the  Commonwealth.  At  the  present  time  industrial  condi¬ 
tions  are  but  slightly  improved.  The  outlook  for  an  immediate 
reduction  of  the  expense  of  caring  for  the  unemployed  is  un¬ 
promising 

The  report  sent  to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  City 
Council,  by  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  recommending  the  sale 
of  the  present  City  Home  property  and  the  erection  of  a  new  and 
modern  City  Home  on  the  land  overlooking  Fresh  Pond  at  Huron 
Avenue  and  Cushing  Street  is  still  under  consideration  by  the 
City  Council  Comittee  on  Public  Property.  No  report  has  been 
made  by  this  committee. 

With  reference  to  the  use  of  the  land  bordering  Fresh  Pond 
for  a  new  City  Home,  the  City  Solicitor,  in  an  opinion  given  to 
this  Board,  ruled  that  Legislative  permission  must  be  secured 
for  such  use.  Conferences  were  held  with  City  Engineer  Hast¬ 
ings  and  Chief  Engineer  Goodenough  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health.  As  a  result  of  these  conferences  a  bill  was 
drawn  which  was  approved  by  Dr.  Kelley,  Commissioner,  and 
Chief  Engineer  Goodenough  of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health.  This  bill  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  as  Chapter  225 
of  the  Legislative  Acts  of  1925.  To  become  effective  it  must  be 
accepted  by  the  City  Council  before  January  1,  1926. 

With  a  suitable  site  assured  the  Board  feel  that  there  ought 
to  be  no  delay  in  the  erection  of  a  new  Home.  The  present  home 
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is  far  from  being  fireproof.  A  large  number  of  the  inmates  are 
aged  and  helpless  and  in  case  of  fire  there  is  grave  danger  that 
loss  of  lives  would  ensue.  There  is  also  an  additional  fire  hazard 
in  the  number  of  old  wooden  buildings  housing  the  offal  depart¬ 
ment  and  which  are  in  close  proximity  to  the  Home. 

To  reduce  the  fire  hazard  at  the  City  Home,  if  the  use  of  the 
present  building  is  to  continue,  a  sprinkler  system  covering  the 
entire  building  should  be  installed.  The  installation  of  sprinkler 
systems  in  private  hospitals  has  been  demanded  as  a  result  of  a 
recent  disastrous  hospital  fire. 

If  a  new  home  is  not  built  the  State  Inspector  of  Almshouses 
will  insist  upon  not  only  the  installation  of  a  sprinkler  system, 
but  the  improvement  of  the  sanitary  system  and  other  changes 
to  make  the  building  sanitary  and  safe.  The  cost  of  these  im¬ 
provements  will  total  at  least  ^50,000.00.  These  changes  have 
not  been  insisted  upon  only  because  a  new  home  seemed  a  cer¬ 
tainty.

REPORT  ON  STREET  TREES  FOR  CAMBRIDGE 


By  Paul  Frost,  Landscape  Architect,  and  Arthur  C.  Comey, 

City  Planner 

Inaugurated  a  policy  similar  to  those  in  other  progressive 
cities  for  planting  and  maintenance  of  shade  trees. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Massachusetts  ordinance  that  every 
town  should  appoint  annually  a  tree  warden  it  behooves  the 
cities  whose  municipal  charters  relieve  them  from  perhaps  the 
same  degree  of  compulsion  as  applies  in  towns,  from  the  state, 
to  take  steps  of  their  own  volition  to  establish  definite  policies 
and  maintain  good  results. 

Under  the  shrewd  guidance  of  our  forefathers  New  Eng¬ 
land  villages  knew  the  value  of  effective  tree  planting,  and  the 
American  elms  of  their  streets  as  in  Sandwich  and  other  towns 
on  the  Cape  and  in  Deerfield  and  adjacent  towns  in  the  Connecti¬ 
cut  valley  are  the  most  expressive  features  of  the  high  standard 
of  dignity  and  order  in  towns,  as  those  generations  saw  it,  which 
we  now  have. 

Today  leading  cities  like  Washington  and  Paris  and  many 
progressive  New  England  towns,  including  Winchester,  Newton 
and  Brookline,  which  are  models  of  high  grade  municipal 
planning  and  maintenance  have  developed  over  a  period  of  years 
established  policies  in  regard  to  trees,  policies  which  have  be¬ 
come  deeply  rooted  municipal  functions. 

To  anyone  who  has  ever  planted  a  tree  or  grown  a  crop 
successfully,  municipal  tree  planting  would  seem  simple  enough 
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and  yet  experience  proves  it  to  require  a  great  deal  of  precise 
discrimination.  In  fact,  whatever  success  with  its  trees  a  city  or 
town  achieves,  is  due  to  judicious  discrimination  not  only  in  the 
selection  of  the  right  species  to  give  the  best  results  under  any 
given  conditions  but  continuously  for  care  and  maintenance  in 
keeping  the  trees  up  to  a  standard  of  reasonable  vigor.  Very 
largely  this  should  follow  as  a  result  of  a  settled  policy  pursued 
over  a  period  of  years  and  the  fruit  of  long  experience.  In  each 
locality  a  different  set  of  conditions  is  offered  and  the  best  that 
one  can  do  at  the  outset  is  to  initiate  a  broad  intelligent  policy 
that  will  show  results  and  can  be  developed  and  crystallized  more 
in  detail  from  year  to  year.  Details  will  be  found  in  the  books 
listed  cn  page  471. 

Such  a  policy  should  take  shape  along  somewhat  the  fol¬ 
lowing  lines: 

1.  Recognition  of  what  trees  need  for  satisfactory  and  fine  development. 

a.  Standard  requirements  used  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  for  satisfactory 
development  of  trees  are: 

1.  A  hole  prepared  for  the  planting  3x6  feet  square  and  3  feet  deep. 

2.  Soil  to  approximate  in  ingredients  70  per  cent,  sand,  20  per  cent, 
clay,  10  per  cent,  humus. 

3.  Good  drainage. 

4.  Good  soil  beyond  the  prepared  hole,  in  reach  of  the  roots. 

2.  Consideration  of  what  conditions  Cambridge  can  offer  for  its  trees. 

a.  Soil  conditions  of  streets. 

b.  Subsurface  conditions,  gas,  water,  mains,  etc. 

c.  Future  needs  of  the  city  as  practically  determined  by  existing  condi¬ 
tions  or  zoning  laws. 

3.  Importance  of  surroundings  in  the  selection  of  species. 

a.  Building  heights. 

b.  Building  set-back. 

c.  Spacing  of  trees  as  a  point  of  design. 

d.  Type  of  tree  needed.  Usually  a  single  species  to  a  street. 

4.  Consideration  of  street  intersections  as  a  unit  of  design,  and  of  parks, 
parkways,  squares,  cemeteries  and  Cambridge  Common. 

3.  Selection  of  species  best  suited  to  the  variety  of  conditions. 

Group  I.  The  finest  trees  that  can  be  grown  in  Cambridge  and  similar 
American  cities  provided  they  have  adequate  soil  and  space 
for  development. 

1.  American  Elm — The  most  beautiful  and  characteristic  tree 
of  New  England  with  its  vase  form  and  long,  pendulous 
graceful  branches.  It  reaches  sometimes  120  feet  in 
height  with  an  equal  or  greater  spread.  Although  it  takes 
about  100  years  to  reach  maturity,  a  3-inch  sapling  in  20 
years  under  good  conditions  will  have  a  trunk  diameter  of 
19  inches,  about  as  rapid  a  growth  as  any  tree  can  shor-'- 
in  New  England.  Unless  properly  sprayed  elm  leaf  beetles 
weaken  the  tree’s  vitality  and  it  becomes  the  more  sus-

ceptible  to  the  leopard  moth,  but  with  adequate  aid  in 
combating  these  pests,  where  it  can  have  soil  and  space 
enough  to  develop  properly,  the  American  Elm  will  give 
as  fine  results  as  any  tree  we  can  plant. 

Oriental  Plane — A  tall  spreading  tree  with  bark  falling  in 
scales  revealing  branches  conspicuously  white  in  winter 
and  at  all  seasons  beautifully  mottled.  The  tree  grows 
rapidly,  a  3-inch  sapling  making  in  20  years  a  trunk  of  18 
inches  in  diameter.  No  tree  has  fewer  enemies,  and 
though  it  will  not  flourish  without  adequate  provision  of 
soil,  no  tree  has  given  better  results  in  American  cities, 
as  well  as  in  Europe  where  in  Paris  very  nearly  Vs  of  all 
trees  planted  are  Oriental  Planes.  It  may  live  to  a  great 
age,  there  being  trees  still  alive  in  Europe  supposed  to 
have  been  growing  20,000  years  before  the  Christian  Era. 

Red  Oak — With  suitable  conditions  a  3-inch  sapling  in  20 
years  may  have  a  diameter  of  13  inches  and  make  the 
growth  of  4  feet  in  a  season,  eventually  reaching  150  feet 
in  height.  Red  Oaks  should  be  constantly  watched  for 
gypsy  moths,  but  they  are  considered  comparatively 
disease  and  insect  proof. 

Pin  Oak — This  tree  will  grow  as  fast  as  the  Red  Oak  and 
is  to  be  considered  where  a  tall  and  not  so  spreading  tree  as 
the  Red  Oak  is  needed.  Five  miles  of  these  Pin  Oaks  are 
planted  in  Washington  streets. 

A  second  choice  of  trees  scarcely  inferior  to  those  of 
Group  I. 

English  Field  Elm — A  tall  tree  of  exceptionally  fine  type 
of  growth,  which  has  been  widely  planted  in  New  England 
and  may  be  seen  in  fine  example  about  Chestnut  Hill  Res¬ 
ervoir  and  upon  Commonwealth  avenue,  where  it  has  been 
selected  as  the  tree  best  suited  for  those  conditions.  It 
appears  free  from  attacks  of  the  Elm  leaf  beetle  and  from 
other  pests. 

Horse-chestnut — Under  suitable  conditions  a  3-inch  sap¬ 
ling  in  20  years  will  have  a  diameter  of  13  inches.  Author¬ 
ities  differ  in  their  opinion  of  this  tree,  but  it  is  little  sub¬ 
ject  to  insect  pests  and  disease,  and  receives  no  adverse 
criticism  more  serious  than  that  boys  annually  mutilate 
the  trees  in  gathering  nuts. 

Tulip  Tree — A  fast  growing  tree,  a  3-inch  sapling  making 
in  20  years  a  diameter  of  18  inches.  Its  roots  are  soft 
and  tender,  making  the  tree  more  difficult  than  others  to 
transplant.  It  may  attain  under  certain  conditions  a 
height  of  200  feet,  but  it  should  be  given  soil  and  space. 

Norway  Maple — Slower  growing  than  other  maples  and 
the  oaks,  but  comparatively  free  from  insect  pests  and 
disease— -a  dense  low-headed  tree  valuable  where  trees  of 
this  form  are  needed. 

third  choice  of  trees,  all  of  which  have  particular  qualifica¬ 
tions  and  certain  limitations. 

White  Oak — In  many  respects  our  finest  oak,  but  of  some¬ 
what  limited  suitability  for  street  planting.  It  is  slower 
growing  than  the  Red  or  Pin  oak,  but  is  longer  lived,  tak¬ 
ing  200  years  to  reach  maturity. 

Scarlet  Oak — A  good  alternative  for  the  Red  Oak,  as  yet 
less  planted  than  the  Red  Oak,  but  coming  to  be  recog- 
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nized  as  perhaps  the  best  oak  of  all  for  city  planting. 
Like  other  oaks  it  must  be  constantly  watched  and  sprayed 
for  gypsy  moths. 

11.  Linden — Tilia  vulgaris  is  the  proper  form  of  this  tree  to 
plant.  Trees  70  years  old  are  still  thrifty  and  vigorous  on 
Boston  Common  and  on  Center  street  near  Orchard, 
Jamaica  Plain,  are  lindens  at  least  100  years  old  flourish¬ 
ing  perfectly.  The  tussock  moth  attacks  the  foliage,  but 
is  not  a  serious  matter,  and  with  spraying  may  be  disre¬ 
garded.  Severe  cold  leads  to  cracking  of  the  bark  in  long 
vertical  slits  which  may  close  and  open  repeatedly 
finally  admitting  decay  to  the  center  of  the  tree,  but  this 
is  infrequent  and  tilia  vulgaris  is  still  considered  at  the 
Olmstead  office  as  “one  of  the  very  best  trees  we  have 
for  city  planting.” 

12.  Ginkgo — A  somewhat  erratic  tree,  but  more  often  a  com¬ 
plete  success  and  disease  proof.  Young  trees  are  flourish¬ 
ing  on  the  parkway  within  reach  of  salt  spray  at  City 
Point.  The  tree  comes  down  to  us  from  remote  geologic 
eras  and  is  not  found  in  a  wild  state,  having  been  pre¬ 
served  mainly  in  temple  gardens  of  China  and  Japan.  It 
is  quick  growing  and  long  lived,  somewhat  gawky  for  the 
first  several  decades,  but  becoming  a  dense  shapely  tree 
as  the  one  so  conspicuous  in  the  Botanic  Gardens  has  be¬ 
come.  Only  the  staminate  form  should  be  planted,  how¬ 
ever,  as  the  fruiting  trees  drop  in  autumn  quantities  of 
extremely  ill-smelling  and  quickly  decaying  drupes. 

Group  IV.  Trees  for  the  most  difficult  situations  in  which  trees  would 
be  attempted — smoky  atmosphere  and  dry  limited  provi¬ 
sion  of  soil. 

13.  Honey  Locust — A  tree  reaching  sometimes  a  height  of 
140  feet,  always  light  and  delicate  in  foliage  and  not  much 
to  be  counted  on  for  shade  but  a  tree  of  great  beauty.  A 
3-inch  sapling  will  attain  in  20  years  a  diameter  of  13 
inches.  The  spineless  form  is  usually  specified  for  city 
planting.  A  row  of  Honey  Locusts  that  illustrates  the 
height  and  superb  beauty  they  may  attain  can  be  seen  on 
the  grounds  of  the  Longfellow  house. 

14.  Locust — This  is  a  smaller  tree,  usually  not  over  80  feet, 
but  exceedingly  tolerant  of  city  conditions.  It  is  subject 
to  borers  and  requires  pruning  to  keep  it  in  best  appear¬ 
ance,  but  the  borers  seldom  affect  the  tree  seriously,  and 
trees  in  flower  that  we  have.  With  some  provision  for 
it  is  always  picturesque  in  its  growth  and  one  of  the  finest 
care  the  Locust  is  an  important  tree  for  narrower  city 
streets. 

15.  Sophora  Japonica — A  very  handsome  tree  for  its  summer 
flowering  and  its  delicate  foliage,  much  used  in  Japan.  It 
is  of  the  locust  or  pea  family  so  particularly  adapted  to 
withstand  city  conditions. 

16.  Ailanthus — The  tree  which  can  be  most  depended  upon  for 
smoky  atmosphere  and  limited  soil  so  long  as  the  soil  is 
not  moist.  A  3-inch  sapling  in  20  years  will  have  a  di¬ 
ameter  of  16  inches.  Sufficient  recommendation  for  this 
tree  may  be  found  over  Beacon  Hill,  where  often  with  the 
poorest  conditions  Ailanthus  trees  are  flourishing.  As  the 
flowers  of  staminate  trees  are  ill-smelling,  the  pistilate 
form  is  preferable. 
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6.  Establishment  of  a  definite  procedure  and  routine  in  regard  to  planting, 
care  and  replacing  of  the  city’s  shade  trees,  with  the  maintenance  prob¬ 
ably,  of  a  nursery  supply  ground. 

a.  In  Cambridge  the  Tree  Warden  should  probably  serve  under  the 
Superintendent  of  Parks;  both  of  them  would  be  in  consultation  from 
time  to  time  with  a  competent  landscape  architect.  The  latter  should 
be  retained  by  the  city  through  the  park  and  recreation  commission 
on  all  phases  of  the  work.

DEATHS 


There  were  thirty-seven  deaths,  nineteen  males  and  eighteen 
females.  One  was  here  less  than  five  hours.  One  less  than  two  j 
days.  One  here  three  days.  One  four  and  another  six  days,  | 
while  two  others  were  here  less  than  one  month.  Exclusive  of  j 
these  the  average  age  of  the  others  was  seventy-seven  years. 

Of  the  thirty-seven  deaths  only  seven  were  buried  by  the  city.  ^ 
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In  some  instances  it  required  much  time  and  labor  to  locate 
some  one  sufficiently  interested  to  bury  the  deceased.  The  rule 
of  securing  the  insurance  policy  as  one  of  the  conditions  of  ad¬ 
mission  has  proved  helpful.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  prevent 
the  city  burying  the  remains  of  an  inmate,  upon  whose  life 
there  was  an  insurance  policy,  while  the  beneficiary  pockets  the 
money  as  an  investment  and  the  city  pays  the  entire  bill  for 
board  and  burial. 

MOVING  PICTURES 

Moving  picture  shows  have  been  given  during  the  past  year 
in  accordance  with  the  custom  established  in  past  years.  We 
again  extend  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  managers  of  the  Pathe, 
First  National  and  Vitagraph  companies.  They  have  loaned 
their  best  reels,  and  features,  gratis.  To  M.  Joseph  Sully 
of  the  Pathe  Company,  we  are  especially  indebted.  He  has 
operated  all  the  pictures  since  the  machine  was  installed  and 
has  refused  to  accept  any  pay  for  his  services. 

TWILIGHT  LEAGUE  GAMES 

We  publicly  thank  Manager  and  Captain  Daniel  F.  Leahy, 
of  the  Champion  North  Cambridge  Base  Ball  Club,  who  has 
added  much  to  the  happiness  of  the  male  inmates  by  admitting 
them  to  all  the  games  of  the  year.

BETTER  FIRE  PROTECTION 

The  Home  has  never  been  so  well  equipped  to  fight  a  fire  as 
at  the  present  time.  An  additional  fire-hydrant  has  been  placed 
much  nearer  to  the  Home. 

The  fire-box  which  was  out  in  the  driveway  has  been  placed 
in  the  office. 

A  new  system  of  bells  has  been  installed  to  notify  all  the 
help  as  well  as  the  inmates  of  the  menace  of  a  fire.  A  night 
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watchman,  with  hourly  stations  to  be  rung,  is  constantly  on 
guard,  who  does  his  best  in  watching  the  barn. 

Notwithstanding,  however,  these  precautions,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  our  building  is  not  fire-proof  and  there  has 
been  one  serious  fire  here  within  twenty  years.  The  wood¬ 
work  is  old  and  dry  and  there  is  a  large  amount  of  it  in  the 
upper  portions.  Tlie  mass  of  wooden  buildings  of  the  city  stables 
adjacent  constitute  a  serious  fire  menace.  Old  and  dry  with 
large  amounts  of  hay  stored  therein.  A  careless  smoker  or  a 
bolt  of  lightning,  if  the  wind  were  in  the  right  direction,  would 
imperil  the  lives  of  more  than  half  our  inmates.  Only  a  few 
years  ago  lightning  splintered  a  large  tree  situated  very  near 
the  barn. 


NEW  FORD  TRUCK 

This  has  enabled  us  to  deliver  more  quickly  the  coal  to  needy 
families.  Our  farm  products  are  marketed  more  speedily  with 
a  saving  of  much  valuable  time. 

THE  THANKSGIVING  DINNER 

The  turkeys  for  this  dinner  were  furnished  by  the  Misses 
Copp,  of  the  Chester  Street  Hospital.  A  letter  of  well  wishes 
accompanied  this  much  appreciated  gift. 

These  good  women  have  frequently  during  the  year  pre¬ 
sented  candies,  cookies,  fruit  and  other  gifts  to  the  old  folks. 
No  individuals  have  been  so  kind  to  those  under  our  care. 

INDIVIDUAL  GIVERS 

Each  year  the  number  who  remember  the  old  folks  and 
bring  gifts  to  them  is  on  the  increase.  This  increase  for  the 
past  year  was  most  encouraging.  We  trust  that  each  succeeding 
year  will  find  a  substantial  gain  in  the  numbers  of  these  good 
people.  We  would  like  to  include  in  this  report  the  names  of 
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these  benefactors,  but  the  allotted  space  forbids  it.  Our  local 
papers  have  published  their  names  as  well  as  their  gifts,

OTHER  ENTERTAINMENTS 

Were  given  by  the  following  societies:  First  Parish  Uni¬ 
tarian  Church,  North  Cambridge  Colored  Community  Church, 
Ladies’  Auxiliary  Div.

He  gave  unbounded 
praise  to  the  members  of  the  Board  and  those  officials  under 
them,  and  was  pronounced  in  his  advocacy  of  a  new  home  that 
would  be  a  credit  to  the  city  and  add  much  to  the  happiness  of 
all  housed  therein. 


THE  NEW  HOME 

After  much  legislative  work  the  Board  has  taken  the  neces¬ 
sary  steps  to  secure  the  very  best  site  in  the  city  for  the  pro¬ 
posed  home.

Graves  in  the  City  of  Cambridge  for  the  year  1925. 

So  far,  in  my  knowledge,  all  the  graves  of  soldiers  and  sail¬ 
ors  in  the  Cambridge  Cemetery  and  that  part  of  Mt.  Auburn 
that  lies  in  the  City  of  Cambridge  have  been  kept  up  to  standard. 

There  is  some  work  that  should  be  done  on  the  Civil  War 
Veterans’  lot  up  on  the  hill  overlooking  the  river,  where  some 
of  the  stones  have  been  thrown  out  of  line  by  the  frost,  and 
which  should  be  straightened  up  so  as  to  improve  the  looks  of 
the  lot,  as  it  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  lots  in  the  cemetery 
and  is  visited  by  a  good  many  people  every  year. 

I  also  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  wonderful  work 
started  by  the  citizens  of  West  Cambridge  in  the  Rindge  Avenue 
Cemetery,  and  I  believe  that  this  work  should  be  encouraged  in 
some  fitting  manner.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Cotmcil  of  Cambridge: 

Gentlemen  : — The  accompanying  report  of  the  librarian 
for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1925,  shows  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  both  in  the  circulation  of  books  and  periodicals 
and  in  the  use  of  the  reading  and  reference  room  of  the  library. 
A  much  needed  increase  of  $2,000  in  the  appropriation  for  books 
has  helped  make  this  possible  and  also  to  replace  the  large  num¬ 
ber  of  standard  books  which  are  annually  discarded  as  unfit  for 
rebinding. 

While  the  greater  portion  of  our  appropriation  for  books 
is  expended  for  current  literature,  a  large  amount  of  money  is 
always  required  for  replacements. 

In  the  great  work  of  Americanization  the  library  is  a  most 
important  factor,  and  is  also  achieving  splendid  results  as  an 
adjunct  to  the  schools,  both  of  which  matters  are  summarized 
in  the  librarian's  report. 

In  the  Juvenile  Department,  the  increase  in  circulation  of 
approximately  5,000  is  gratifying,  the  record  of  the  Cambridge 
Public  Library  for  certificate  reading  standing  at  the  head  of 
all  the  libraries  in  the  state. 

The  trustees  once  more  desire  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the 
City  Council  the  archaic  conditions  existing  in  the  sub-stations 
of  the  library.  No  service  commensurate  with  the  demands  of 
a  constantly  growing  community  can  be  assured  unless  more 
modern,  up-to-date  quarters  are  provided.  There  has  been  little 
if  any  improvement  in  these  conditions  for  many  years,  and 
large  sections  of  the  city  are  entirely  neglected.  Despite  such  a 
handicap,  the  patronage  of  these  sub-stations  constantly  in¬ 
creases,  and  there  is  a  steady  growth  in  circulation,  both  at  the 
Central  Library  and  the  branches.

LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen  : — The  following  summarized  report  of  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  Cambridge  Public  Library  extends  from  March 
31,  1924,  to  April  1,  1925.  It  is  designed  to  acquaint  you  with 
the  progress  that  has  been  made  during  the  year,  and  it  will  also 
show  you  how  economically  the  book  needs  of  the  community 
have  been  supplied.  Incidentally  it  will  also  show  what  large 
returns  the  Cambridge  public  gets  from  the  money  expended. 
It  costs  the  city  about  fifty  cents  per  capita  just  to  maintain  the 
Central  Library  and  all  the  branches.  In  return  every  inhabitant 
of  the  city  has  available  for  his  or  her  use  a  large  collection  of 
over  125,000  books  for  study  and  reference.  Moreover  they  have 
the  best  selection  of  recent  books,  whether  fiction  or  non-fiction, 
and  copies  of  all  the  latest  magazines,  hundreds  of  periodicals 
from  all  over  the  world,  and  finally  a  large  and  carefully  selected 
library  of  juvenile  books  for  the  children.  The  library  besides 
provides  him  daily  and  on  Sunday  comfortable  rooms  for  read¬ 
ing  and  study,  open  from  9  a.  m.  to  9  p.  m.  all  the  year  round, 
while  trained  library  assistants  are  also  furnished  the  reader  to 
help  him  find  the  information  that  he  seeks  to  know. 

HOME  CIRCULATION 

The  following  table  of  statistics  shows  how  far  the  people  of 
this  city  have  made  use  of  the  facilities  of  the  public  library 
during  the  year  just  closed  and  the  board  can  see  whether  the 
library  is  being  operated  economically  and  efficiently  under  the 


present  regime. 

Home  circulation .  395,170

As  the  grand  total  for  1924  was  382,549  the  total  increase 
therefore  for  1925  is  15,749.  To  this  grand  total  should  be 
added  the  largely  increased  use  of  books  in  the  reference  and 
reading  rooms  of  the  library,  of  which  no  record  could  be  kept 
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because  it  was  physically  impossible  to  do  so,  and  the  grand  total 
would  easily  top  a  half  a  million  for  1925. 

REGISTRATION 

The  total  number  of  borrowers  who  have  registered  at  the 
Central  Library  and  the  branches,  during  the  last  four  years, 
is  34,103  readers,  of  whom  5,438  were  new  borrowers  added  this 
year.  It  is  estimated  that  about  one-third  of  the  people  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  are  now  regular  users  of  the  Cambridge  Public  Library. 
Of  course  a  great  many  families  do  not  have  cards  and  again 
some  have  several  cards  in  constant  use  all  the  time.  But  an 
effort  is  always  being  made  to  extend  the  card  distribution  sys¬ 
tem,  so  that  every  family  may  eventually  become  users  of  the 
library.  Cambridge,  with  an  estimated  population  of  120,000 
people,  shows  a  home  use  of  the  library  that  is  very  high  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  size  of  the  city.  In  addition  the  cost  per  capita 
for  library  expenses  as  already  illustrated  is  low  and  the  cost 
per  volume  circulated  is  also  very  low  in  comparison  with  other 
cities  of  the  same  size. 

BOOK  COLLECTION 

The  library  has  added  by  purchase  or  by  gift,  new  books 
and  replacements,  during  the  year  a  total  of  9,534  volumes  to  its 
collection.  As  the  discarded  and  missing  books  in  both  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Library  and  the  five  branches  footed  up  to  7,421  the  net 
gain  of  new  books  to  the  entire  collection  was  therefore  only 
2,113.  The  total  collection  of  books  is  now  127,246  books  dis¬ 
tributed  as  follows:

CATALOGUE  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  has  catalogued  and  prepared  book  lists  of 
new  editions  and  of  special  subjects;  one  of  which  especially 
noted  was  a  “Ten  Book  List”  on  subjects  of  vital  and  timely  in¬ 
terest  that  was  very  popular.  So  popular  has  it  become  that  it 
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was  republished  in  pamphlet  form  and  distributed  generally  to 
those  interested  in  *the  library  world.  We  are  happy  to  report 
that  the  book  fund  for  1925  'was  increased  two  thousand  dollars, 
which  enabled  us  to  catch  up  on  our  replacements  that  had  been 
neglected  for  some  years.  Large  accumulations  from  previous 
years  were  reported  owing  to  lack  of  funds.  In  addition  the 
Catalogue  Department  has  always  taken  a  large  share  in  the 
special  assistance  given  to  readers  at  the  Reference  Desk.  The 
card  catalogues  have  been  revised  and  improved,  thus  making 
the  resources  of  the  library  more  readily  accessible  and  intelli¬ 
gible  to  readers.  Much  useless  material  has  been  eliminated  and 
much  valuable  material  has  been  arranged  and  filed  so  that  it 
can  be  utilized  to  better  advantage.  All  this  has  come  about  and 
is  the  result  of  the  initiative  and  labor  of  our  capable  and  un¬ 
tiring  assistant  librarian.  Miss  Etta  Lois  Russell,  who  is  now 
rounding  out  fifty  years  of  valuable  service  in  the  Cambridge 
Public  Library.  Fortunately  much  that  she  has  accomplished  is 
of  permanent  value  and  in  getting  the  staff  accustomed  to  high 
standards  of  excellence  in  library  work  she  has  imbued  them  with 
a  spirit  of  determination  to  maintain  these  standards  in  the 
future. 

REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT 

In  looking  backward  I  cannot  recall  any  year  of  my  eight 
years  of  service  in  the  Cambridge  library  when  we  had  a  more 
satisfactory  twelve  months  of  work  in  this  department  whether 
viewed  from  the  standpoint  of  competent  administration  or  of 
gratifying  service.  Certainly  there  has  never  been  a  time  when 
the  information  desk  has  made  a  greater  contribution  to  the 
enjoyment  and  instruction  of  its  regular  patrons.  Its  develop¬ 
ment  and  establishment  on  this  basis  of  greater  usefulness  and 
capacity  for  service  form  the  outstanding  features  of  the  year. 

The  readers  recorded  as  being  helped  by  the  reference  de¬ 
partment  this  year  number  23,535,  a  monthly  average  of  nearly 
2,000  for  the  year.  The  hall  use  of  books  from  the  stack, 
charged  on  green  slips  in  this  department  was  12,206,  an  aver¬ 
age  of  over  1,000  books  each  month. 

WORK  WITH  THE  SCHOOLS 

The  schools  naturally  educate  and  train  students  in  classes 
along  general  lines  of  knowledge,  but  the  library  educates  in 
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response  to  individual  wants  and  demands.  Every  book  con¬ 
sulted  in  the  library,  every  magazine  and  newspaper  read  there 
is  a  result  of  a  request  actuated  by  individual  need  of  some  kind. 

During  every  scholastic  year  we  reach  four  thousand  pupils 
of  the  High  and  Latin  Schools  and  the  Rindge  Technical  Pre¬ 
paratory  School,  who  come  regularly  as  a  part  of  their  regular 
school  work  to  learn  how  to  read  and  how  to  use  the  library  in¬ 
telligently.  We  get  hold  of  them  through  the  things  they  are  most 
interested  in  and  then  we  start  them  reading  anything  they  want 
to  read.  Once  started  in  this  way  the  standards  of  their  reading 
will  go  up  and  not  down,  for  we  have  never  known  an  instance 
where  the  reader  once  started  went  down  the  scale  in  reading. 


ADULT  EDUCATION 

On  the  contrary  one  very  encouraging  result  of  our  refer-  ^ 
ence  work  with  these  high  school  pupils  is  that  many  of  them 
have  been  inspired  to  continue  their  reading  habits  long  after 
their  school  days  are  over.  We  are  now  considering  providing 
a  short  list  of  books  for  adults  carefully  thought  out  on  cultured 
and  semi-technical  lines  leading  from  simpler  to  more  advanced 
readings.  The  publications  of  book  lists  by  the  American  Li¬ 
brary  Association  as  their  contribution  to  the  adult  education 
movement  is  one  of  the  best  means  to  help  large  groups  of  adult 
readers  to  select  books  that  help  them  in  their  chosen  occupa¬ 
tions  and  will  lead  many  readers  into  new  paths  of  delightful 
recreation. 

We  have  an  open  shelf  in  the  main  library  and  branches 
comprised  of  many  hundreds  of  carefully  selected  volumes.  These 
books  are  chosen  not  only  for  their  contents  but  also  for  their 
attractive  appearance.  Frequenters  of  the  library  can  browse 
among  the  books  and  choose  for  themselves  something  that  in¬ 
terests  them  individually.  The  old  idea  that  a  public  library  was 
only  a  treasury  of  books  read  by  scholars  for  research  and  study 
is  fast  giving  way  to  the  ideal  that  libraries  all  over  the  United 
States  are  constantly  striving  for,  a  library  that  should  be  de¬ 
voted  to  the  general  public  good.  As  the  expenses  of  the  library 
each  year  are  borne  by  the  citizens  as  a  whole  it  should  be  ad¬ 
ministered  in  a  way  to  benefit  all  the  citizens  by  its  work. 
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AMERICANIZATION  WORK 

Therefore  in  Cambridge  the  library  has  great  opportunity 
to  help  the  newcomers  to  our  land  get  into  the  proper  relation 
with  their  newly  adopted  country.  It  seeks  constantly  to  give 
these  foreign  born  and  foreign  language  speaking  people  some 
comprehension  of  the  ideals  of  the  American  nation  and  the 
great  opportunity  it  affords  them,  and  also  how  Americans  live. 

Our  first  approach  to  them  is  through  the  children  in  the 
schools.  They  come  to  the  library  and  ask  for  simple  books, 
something  easy  for  the  old  people.  After  a  while  the  older  people 
themselves  begin  to  come  and  from  this  friendly  contact  grows 
the  habit  of  coming  to  the  friendly  library  regularly.  In  Cam¬ 
bridge  we  have  five  branch  libraries  located  in  the  thickly  popu¬ 
lated  districts  of  the  city.  In  North  Cambridge  is  a  large  French 
colony,  in  East  Cambridge,  Italians,  Portuguese,  and  Lithuani¬ 
ans,  and  at  Cambridge  Field,  foreign-born  Jews,  speaking  Yid¬ 
dish,  and  Poles  predominate.  Each  branch  library  must  have 
books  to  meet  its  own  particular  need.  They  must  have  books  that 
will  give  these  people  American  ideals  in  their  own  language, 
and  this  it  would  appear  is  the  great  problem  that  now  awaits 
solution.  These  books  must  be  written  from  an  American  point 
of  view  and  translated  into  their  own  tongues  from  American 
writers.  If  a  man  or  woman  cannot  speak  or  read  English  how 
are  they  to  learn  anything  about  us  unless  we  can  tell  it  to  them 
in  some  tongue  that  they  can  read  and  understand?  As  they 
become  more  and  more  accustomed  to  our  habits  and  thoughts 
and  adopt  our  ways  of  living,  it  arouses  in  them  a  strong  desire 
to  read  this  new  world  language. 

Then  we  try  to  give  them  American  written  books  with 
American  ideals.  All  this  calls  for  sympathetic  service  on  the 
part  of  the  library  and  the  expenditure  of  much  time  and  money 
intelligently  directed  to  produce  the  desired  results.  Fortunately 
for  Cambridge  a  generous  benefactor  has  donated  a  fund  of  five 
thousand  dollars  to  put  this  work  in  actual  operation  and  with 
this  kind  of  a  start  the  movement  is  put  directly  up  to  the  library 
authorities  to  complete  the  work. 

JUVENILE  DEPARTMENT 

The  circulation  figures  show  an  increase  of  approximately 
five  thousand  over  last  year.  This  has  been  accomplished 
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without  any  additional  help  supplied  to  the  department.  A  care¬ 
ful  record  kept  during  the  summer  months  shows  a  gain  of 
nearly  1,800  over  the  summer  months  for  the  previous  year. 
There  have  been  twenty-one  story  hours  held  during  the  year 
with  an  attendance  of  approximately  nine  hundred  children. 

The  annual  exhibit  of  books  for  boys  and  girls  was  held 
during  the  first  week  in  the  month  of  December.  The  interest 
in  the  exhibit  was  very  marked.  The  chief  executive  of  the 
Cambridge  Boy  Scouts  volunteered  his  co-operation  and  a  sec¬ 
tion  of  books  called  the  “Boy  Scouts’  Corner”  was  especially 
arranged.  A  story  hour  suitable  to  the  week  was  given  in  the 
Music  Room,  and  the  parents,  teachers,  normal  and  kindergarten 
school  students,  children  and  all  interested,  attended  during  the 
week. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  this  department  for  the  year 
was  the  report  on  certificate  reading  sent  to  the  Massachusetts 
State  Library  Commission  which  is  as  follows: 

1,000  Ordinary  certificates  issued. 

82  Honor  certificates  issued. 

This  record  placed  Cambridge  at  the  head  of  all  the  libraries 
in  the  State  in  the  matter  of  certificate  reading.  The  report 
doubles  that  of  the  work  done  last  year  and  the  East  Cambridge 
and  Cambridge  Field  branches  continue  to  show  the  greatest 
response  in  this  kind  of  work.  The  above  results  show  that  one 
thousand  children  read  and  reported  on  five  books  selected  by 
the  Massachusetts  State  Library  Commission  and  that  eighty- 
two  read  twenty  books  each  during  the  year  also  selected  by  the 
Massachusetts  State  Library  Commission.  That  means  that  the 
total  number  of  books  reported  on  for  this  particular  feature  of 
library  work,  as  having  been  carefully  read  and  digested,  was 
6,640  books  all  told,  and  who  can  estimate  the  amount  of  genuine 
benefit  derived  from  such  practical  experiments  in  the  art  of 
promoting  library  reading  habits.  During  the  year  the  chil¬ 
dren’s  librarian  reports  52,000  readers  visited  the  children’s 
room  and  the  questions  answered  numbered  8,000. 

PUBLIC  CELEBRATIONS 

The  public  celebration  committee  represented  the  library  at 
the  annual  banquet  of  the  First  Volunteers  Citizens  Association 
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that  was  held  at  Riverbank  Court  Hotel  on  Wednesday,  April 
16th.  The  librarian  delivered  a  talk  on  the  memories  of  the  Civil 
War  illustrated  by  pictures  in  the  form  of  lantern  slides  regard¬ 
ing  that  epoch  of  our  history. 

FLAG  DAY— JUNE  17,  1924 

In  Brattle  Hall  at  8  p.  m.  the  Spanish  American  War  Vet¬ 
erans  held  a  largely  attended  rally  in  honor  of  the  United  States 
Flag.  The  librarian  spoke  on  that  occasion  on  the  “Birth  of 
the  Flag  in  Cambridge.’'  All  these  public  exercises  were  espe¬ 
cially  designed  to  keep  alive  the  historical  memories  of  the  past 
in  Cambridge  and  to  teach  the  younger  generation  the  sacrifices 
made  by  those  who  have  preceded  us  in  defense  of  their  country 
and  all  the  rights  of  citizenship  which  we  now  enjoy. 

In  closing  this  report  I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  loyalty 
and  fidelity  of  the  staff  during  the  past  year.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  City  Ordinance  we 
submit  herewith  the  8th  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Cambridge  City  Hospital,  same  being  for  the  year  ending  March 
31st,  1925. 

In  June  notice  was  received  from  the  City  Clerk  that  Mr. 
Isaac  McLean  had  been  re-appointed  a  member  of  the  Hospital 
trustees.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  the  other  members  of  the 
Board  to  know  that  we  are  not  to  lose  the  valuable  services  of 
Mr.  McLean. 

The  Trustees,  realizing  the  necessity  of  having  on  hand  for 
use  at  the  hospital  a  sufficient  quantity  of  radium,  have  given 
the  matter  of  procuring  same  some  consideration  and  hope  in 
the  near  future  to  be  in  a  position  to  recommend  its  purchase. 
Already  Dr.  Frederick  W.  O’Brien,  Roentgenologist,  at  the  hos¬ 
pital,  is  on  record  as  being  strongly  in  favor  of  this. 

It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  there  has  been  some  mis¬ 
understanding  in  relation  to  the  treatment  and  charges  at  the 
hospital  in  maternity  cases.  We  are  glad  to  state  that  never  has 
a  case  of  this  kind,  requiring  attention,  been  refused  to  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  Cambridge.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Trustees  in  the 
future,  as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  to  give  free  treatment  in  all 
such  cases  when  found  to  be  necessary. 

Owing  to  the  continued  absence  of  Dr.  George  E.  Mclntire, 
Chief  of  the  Surgical  Staff,  from  this  vicinity  and  his  apparent 
inaccessibility  to  give  attention  to  the  requirements  of  this  im¬ 
portant  position,  his  services  as  such  were  terminated  on  Oc¬ 
tober  1st,  1924.  In  recognition  of  the  valuable  services  of  Dr. 
Mclntire  in  the  interest  of  the  hospital  and  the  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  Trustees  to  have  his  services  available  in  the  future, 
he  was  appointed  as  Consultant  Surgeon.  To  fill  the  position  of 
Chief  of  the  Surgical  Staff,  thus  made  vacant.  Dr.  Harry  H. 
Germain,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  Surgical  Staff  since  it^s 
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organization,  was  appointed  Chief  of  Staff  to  date  from  October 
1st,  1924. 

A  matter  of  the  establishment  of  an  endowment  bed  by  the 
Cambridge  Lodge  of  Elks,  is  receiving  consideration.  Already 
the  Chairman  of  the  Trustees  has  had  conference  with  a  Com¬ 
mittee  representing  the  Elks.  The  Chairman  has  explained  to 
them  the  sum  that  in  his  opinion  would  be  required  to  maintain 
a  bed,  either  in  a  ward  or  in  a  private  room.  The  matter  of  the 
establishment  of  such  bed  is  still  pending. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Middlesex  South  Medical  Society 
was  held  at  our  hospital  on  March  26th,  1925.  As  one  result  of 
this  meeting  the  Trustees  are  proud  of  the  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  Dr.  Eugene  A.  Darling,  president  of  the  society,  making 
complimentary  reference  to  our  superintendent,  assistant  super¬ 
intendent  and  staff,  and  to  the  general  efficiency  of  the  work  at 
the  hospital.  We  are  highly  honored  at  this  action  on  the  part 
of  this  well  known  society  and  proud  of  the  distinction  it  brings 
to  our  city. 

The  Trustees  take  this  opportunity  to  express  appreciation 
for  the  encouragement  and  assistance  given  the  department 
during  the  year  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  and  to  acknowl¬ 
edge  the  helpful  co-operation  of  the  physicians  of  the  city  for 
the  splendid  spirit  shown  in  the  work  of  the  hospital.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  as 
follows : 

Section  30  of  Chapter  28  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1892, 
as  amended  to  November  8,  1899,  is  hereby  further  amended  in 
the  relating  to  the  salaries  of  the  officers,  hereinafter  named,  who 
shall  receive  the  following  salaries  beginning  April  1,  1924 :

Division  6,  Section  25  of  the  Ordinance  entitled  “Construc¬ 
tion,  Use,  Maintenance  and  Inspection  of  Buildings,”  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  after  said  Section  25  the  following:  “except 
that  one  garage  for  not  more  than  two  motor  vehicles  and  with 
no  space  to  be  occupied  as  a  domicile  and  with  no  space  for  com¬ 
mercial  trucks  may  be  built  in  said  yard.” 

As  amended  the  section  will  read: 

Section  25.  Immediately  behind  every  dwelling,  in  the  rear 
of  the  lot,  there  shall  be,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  a  yard 
extending  across  the  entire  width  of  the  lot  with  every  part 
accessible  from  every  other  part,  except  that  one  garage  for  not 
more  than  two  motor  vehicles  and  with  no  space  to  be  occupied 
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as  a  domicile  and  with  no  space  for  commercial  trucks  may  be 
built  in  said  yard.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Relative  to  the  Licensing  of  Motor  Vehicles  Operated  on  Public 
Ways  for  the  Carriage  of  Passengers  for  Hire — Under 
the  Provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  159, 

Sections  45-49. 

Be  it  ordanied  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge 
as  follows: 

That  the  following  rules  and  regulations  be  and  hereby  are 
established  to  be  hereafter  observed  by  persons  and  corpora¬ 
tions  operating  motor  vehicles  upon  the  public  streets  and  ways 
in  the  City  of  Cambridge  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire, 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  afford  a  means  of  transportation  similar 
to  that  afforded  by  a  street  railway  company,  by  indiscriminately 
receiving  and  discharging  passengers  along  the  route  on  which 
the  vehicle  is  operated  or  may  be  running  or  by  transporting 
passengers  for  hire  as  a  business  between  fixed  and  regular 
termini. 

Section  1.  No  person  or  corporation  shall,  in  the  City  of 
Cambridge,  operate  any  motor  vehicle  upon  any  public  street 
or  way  in  said  Cambridge,  for  the  carriage  of  persons  for  hire, 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  afford  a  means  for  transportation  similar 
to  that  afforded  by  a  street  railway  company,  by  indiscriminately 
receiving*  and  discharging  passengers  along  the  route  on  which 
the  vehicle  is  operated  or  may  be  running,  or  for  transporting 
passengers  for  hire  as  a  business  between  fixed  and  regular 
termini,  without  first  obtaining  a  license  therefor  from  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  in  writing,  endorsed  thereon.  The  application  for  such 
license  shall  state  the  route  on  which  such  vehicle  is  proposed 
to  be  operated  and  the  termini  of  such  route,  and  the  license 
issued  thereon  shall  set  out  such  route  and  termini,  and  the 
licensee  shall  operate  such  motor  vehicle  only  over  such  route, 
except  in  case  of  a  serious  emergency,  and  except  in  the  event 
that  more  than  one  license  shall  be  granted  by  the  city  to  the 
same  person  or  corporation,  in  which  event  the  motor  vehicles 
may  be  interchanged  between  the  routes  so  licensed. 

Section  2.  A  license  for  the  operation  of  any  such  motor 
vehicle  shall  not  be  issued  or  granted  for  a  period  exceeding  one 
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year  and  shali  not  become  operative  until  the  licensee  named 
therein  shall  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  security,  by  bond  or  otherwise,  running  to  the  City 
Treasurer  and  approved  by  him  and  the  licensing  authority,  con¬ 
ditioned  to  pay  any  final  judgment  obtained  against  the  princi¬ 
pal  named  in  the  bond  for  any  injury  to  person  or  property  or 
damage  for  causing  the  death  of  any  person  by  reason  of  any 
negligent  or  unlawful  act  on  the  part  of  the  principal  named  in 
said  bond,  his  or  its  agents,  employees  or  drivers,  in  the  use  or 
operation  of  any  such  vehicle.  The  security  deposited  under  the 
provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  be  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  for  a  motor  vehicle  having  a  seating  capacity  of  five  per¬ 
sons  or  less,  and  for  a  motor  vehicle  having  a  seating  capacity 
of  six  or  more  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  and  five  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  additional  for  each  passenger  seat  in  excess  of  five, 
provided,  however,  that  security  by  bond  or  otherwise  in  the 
amount  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
to  cover  all  of  the  vehicles  operated  over  any  one  route. 

Section  3.  In  case  the  City  Treasurer  at  any  time  shall 
determine  that  any  surety  on  any  bond  is  not  possessed  of  suf¬ 
ficient  property  to  be  able  to  respond  to  the  obligation  of  surety 
on  such  bond,  whether  any  damage  may  have  occurred  or  not, 
said  City  Treasurer,  after  giving  the  principal  thereof  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  be  heard,  may  require  the  principal  to  furnish  another 
or  further  surety  on  such  bond,  or  a  new  bond,  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term  or  the  license  of  the  motor  vehicle  to  which  such 
bond  relates,  and  in  that  event  or,  upon  the  cancellation  of  any 
insurance  policy  filed  under  these  rules,  such  license,  without 
any  further  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  thereupon  stand 
suspended  until  such  new  bond  or  such  other  or  further  surety, 
approved  by  the  said  Treasurer,  shall  be  furnished. 

Section  4.  The  City  Clerk  shall  issue  to  the  licensed  ve¬ 
hicle  a  license  bearing  the  words :  “Licensed  motor  vehicle 

No. - ,  Cambridge,  19...., - passengers,"  setting  forth  the 

serial  number  of  the  license,  the  date  and  the  number  of  passen¬ 
gers  exclusive  of  the  operator  that  the  car  is  licensed  to  cany. 
Said  license  shall  be  attached  to  and  kept  on  the  dash  of  the 
motor  vehicle  in  such  a  position  as  to  be  visible  to  the  occupants 
thereof.  The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  ten  (10)  dollars. 

Section  5.  Fivery  licensee  before  operating  any  such  motoi 
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vehicle  shall  file  with  the  City  Clerk  a  schedule  or  tariff  show¬ 
ing  the  effective  date  thereof,  the  time  of  arrival  and  departure 
at  and  from  all  termini,  and  the  time  of  departure  from  impor¬ 
tant  intermediate  points  and  a  schedule  or  tariff  showing  the 
passenger  fares  to  be  charged  between  the  several  points  or 
localities  to  be  served  and  no  fare  other  than  designated  in  such 
tariff  shall  be  charged  or  collected  for  transportation  in  such 
motor  vehicle  by  the  licensee  or  his  agents  or  servants. 

Section  6.  No  person  shall  operate  any  such  motor  vehicle 
so  licensed  within  the  City  of  Cambridge  unless  he  shall  be 
twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  unless  he  shall  have  first 
obtained  a  license  so  to  do  from  the  City  Council,  which  license 
shall  state  the  name,  age,  height  and  weight,  color  of  hair,  color 
of  eyes  and  race  of  the  licensee,  his  home  address  and  the  name 
of  his  employer  if  he  operates  such  a  car  as  an  employee.  The 
application  for  such  license  shall  be  be  on  a  blank  furnished  by 
the  City  Council  and  the  form  of  the  application  and  the  informa¬ 
tion  to  be  furnished  therein  by  the  applicant  shall  be  such  as 
from  time  to  time  may  be  prescribed  by  said  City  Council,  and 
said  City  Council  shall  require  that  the  truth  of  the  allegations 
in  such  application  shall  be  sworn  to  before  an  officer  authorized 
to  administer  oaths.  Such  licenses  shall  be  signed  by  the  City 
Clerk,  shall  be  numbered  in  regular  order  as  granted,  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  and  also  in  the  office  of 
the  Chief  of  Police  and  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  May, 
next,  succeeding  the  date  thereof.  The  fee  for  such  license  shall 
be  one  dollar. 

Section  7.  No  person  operating  any  motor  vehicle  so  li¬ 
censed  shall  refuse  to  carry  any  person  offering  himself  to  be 
carried  as  a  passenger  therein,  unless  the  seats  of  the  same  are 
fully  occupied  and  the  number  of  passengers  thereon  is  the  num¬ 
ber  allowed  the  operator  to  be  carried  at  one  time,  or  unless  such 
person  be  intoxicated  or  disorderly. 

Section  8.  The  licensee  shall  maintain  proper  service  over 
the  route  for  which  the  license  is  issued. 

Section  9.  No  person  operating  any  motor  vehicle  shall 
solicit  passengers  by  outcry  or  make  any  noise  for  the  purpose 
of  soliciting  passengers. 

Section  10.  No  such  motor  vehicle  shall  stand  to  wait  for 
passengers  in  any  street,  square  or  public  place  except  on  such 
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portions  thereof  and  during  such  hours  as  may  be  designated 
therefor  by  the  City  Council  in  the  license  granted  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  1,  and  except  in  case  of  emergency  the 
licensee  shall  not  deviate  from  the  specifications  of  said  license 
without  the  approval  of  the  City  Council. 

Section  11.  No  motor  vehicle  so  licensed  shall  be  operated 
in  any  street  or  public  place  where  there  is  snow  or  ice  unless  it 
be  equipped  with  proper  non-skidding  chains  and  every  such 
vehicle  shall  be  kept  in  safe  and  proper  condition  for  use  in  such 
business  and,  to  that  end,  the  said  City  Council  shall  have  the 
right  to  have  said  motor  vehicle  examined  at  any  reasonable 
time  or  times,  by  any  representative  or  agent  of  the  City  Council 
without  charge  to  the  licensee  therefor. 

Section  12.  No  greater  number  of  passengers  shall  •  be 
carried  at  any  time  in  any  such  motor  vehicle  than  the  license 
of  such  vehicle  shall  specify,  provided  that  in  addition  thereto 
children  under  seven  years  of  age  may  be  carried  therein  in  arms 
or  seated  in  the  laps  of  parents  or  adult  person  accompanying 
them,  but  no  passenger  with  a  child  in  arms  or  seated  on  the 
lap  shall  be  permitted  to  sit  with  or  immediately  next  to  the 
driver  of  the  vehicle.  Nor  shall  any  passenger  be  permitted  to 
ride  upon  any  fender,  dash,  top  floor,  steps  or  running  board  of 
any  such  vehicle. 

Section  13.  No  person  operating  any  such  motor  vehicle 
shall  collect  fares,  make  change  or  discharge  passengers  while 
such  vehicle  is  in  motion  nor  shall  he  have  a  lighted  cigarette, 
lighted  cigar  or  lighted  pipe  in  his  possession  while  any  pas¬ 
senger  is  being  carried  therein,  nor  drink  any  intoxicating  bev¬ 
erage  of  any  kind,  nor  be  under  the  influence  thereof,  while  en¬ 
gaged  in  operating  such  vehicle. 

Section  14.  Every  person  operating  any  such  motor  ve¬ 
hicle  shall  deliver  any  article  left  therein  by  any  passenger  to 
the  officer  in  charge  at  the  Lost  and  Found  Department  of  the 
Licensee  not  later  than  twenty-four  hours  after  finding  the  same. 

Section  15.  No  change  shall  be  made  by  any  licensee  in 
the  rates  to  be  charged  for  transportation  in  such  motor  vehicle 
or  in  the  schedule  of  the  operation  thereof  except  after  seven 
days’  notice  of  such  changes  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  and  au¬ 
thorized  by  the  City  Council. 
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Section  16.  Every  such  motor  vehicle  shall  come  to  a  full 
stop  immediately  before  crossing  the  tracks  of  any  railroad  at 
grade.

Section  17.  Any  such  licensee  shall,  within  three  days, 
report  fully,  in  writing,  to  the  City  Treasurer,  any  injury  to  a 
passenger  or  other  person  and  any  accident  resulting  in  sub¬ 
stantial  damage  to  property,  in  which  any  motor  vehicle  which 
he  is  licensed  to  operate  is  involved. 

Section  18.  The  City  Council  may  suspend  or  revoke  any 
license  granted  for  the  operation  of  any  such  motor  vehicle  for 
any  reason  deemed  by  the  said  City  Council  in  the  exercise  of 
their  discretion  to  be  sufficient. 

Section  19.  The  holding  or  adjudication  of  any  paragraph 
or  sub-division  of  the  rules  and  regulations  herein  prescribed  to 
be  unconstitutional  or  invalid  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any 
other  paragraphs  and  subdivisions,  but  alii  other  paragraphs  and 
sub-divisions  shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  20.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any 
provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence.

In  case  of  fire,  any  motorman  of  any  street  car 
shall  immediately  stop  his  car  upon  the  approach  of  any  fire 
apparatus  when  such  apparatus  is  respanding  to  a  fire  alarm 
call,  and  shall  keep  his  car  stationary  until  such  time  as  such 
apparatus  has  passed. 

Upon  the  approach  of  any  fire  apparatus,  the  driver  of  a 
vehicle  of  any  description,  shall  immediately  drive  his  vehicle 
as  far  as  possible  to  the  right-hand  curb  and  shall  keep  said 
vehicle  stationary  until  such  fire  apparatus  has  passed,  and  shall 
remain  at  least  three  hundred  feet  behind  such  apparatus. 

No  driver  of  any  vehicle  shall  drive,  park  or  leave  said  ve¬ 
hicle  unattended  within  six  hundred  feet  of  a  fire  or  within  the 
fire  lines  established  by  the  Fire  Department. 

In  case  of  fire,  the  Fire  Department,  Electrical  Department, 
their  officers  and  members,  with  their  horses,  machines  and 
equipment,  shall  have  the  right  of  way  in  public  streets  and  ways 
of  the  city,  as  against  all  other  persons,  vehicles  or  animals,  and 
no  person  shall  hinder  or  obstruct  them  in  the  free  passage 
therein,  nor  drive  over  any  hose  belonging  to  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment,  with  any  carriage  or  other  vehicle,  or  remove,  injure  or 
in  any  manner  disturb  the  members  thereof,  their  horses,  ma¬ 
chines,  hose  or  equipments  when  stationed,  located  or  laid  in  any 
such  streets,  except  under  direction  of  the  officer  in  command 
thereat. 

Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars.

Section  1.  No  sign,  advertising  device,  clock,  marquee, 
barber  pole,  permanent  awning  or  other  like  structures,  project¬ 
ing  into  or  place  on  or  over  the  public  highway  a  distance  of 
more  than  six  inches,  except  poles,  wires,  conduits  and  appur¬ 
tenances  of  steam  railroad,  street  railway,  telegraph  and  tele¬ 
phone,  water,  gas,  electric  light,  heat  and  power  companies,  shall 
be  placed  or  maintained  in  any  public  way  until  a  permit  there¬ 
for  shall  have  been  granted  by  the  City  Council  of  Cambridge. 
The  permit  aforesaid  shall  be  issued  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  and  the  fee  for  the  same  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Section  2.  All  signs,  advertising  devices,  clocks,  marquees, 
barber  poles,  permanent  awnings  and  other  like  structures  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  constructed,  and,  when  attached  to  the  build¬ 
ing,  shall  be  connected  therewith  in  accordance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Building  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Cambridge. 

Section  3.  Whenever  any  permit  as  aforesaid  shall  have 
been  granted  for  the  placing  and  maintaining  of  signs,  adver¬ 
tising  devices,  clocks,  marquees,  barber  poles,  permanent  awn¬ 
ings  and  other  like  structures  as  hereinbefore  designated,  the 
person  or  corporation  to  whom  such  permit  shall  have  been 
granted  shall,  when  so  ordered,  file  with  the  City  Clerk  a  bond 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Auditor  conditioned  to  the 
faithful  observance  of  all  agreements,  stipulations,  conditions, 
specifications  and  provisions  on  the  part  of  the  licensee  to  be  kept 
and  performed  and  of  any  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Cambridge 
now  relating  or  that  may  relate  thereto  and  to  indemnify  and 
save  harmless  the  City  of  Cambridge  from  all  claims,  costs, 
damages  or  judgments  resulting  from  or  arising  out  of  or  in¬ 
cident  to  the  construction,  placing  or  maintaining  of  said  signs, 
advertising  devices,  clocks,  marquees,  barber  poles,  permanent 
awnings  or  other  like  structures,  incident  to  or  arising  out  of 
the  issuing  of  said  permits. 

Section  4.  The  penalty  for  the  breach  or  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  five  dollars  ($5.00) 
for  each  day  during  which  any  sign,  advertising  device,  clock. 
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marquee,  barber  pole,  permanent  awning  or  other  like  structure 
is  placed  or  maintained  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  said  ordi¬ 
nance.

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  erecting  a  swing  arm  to 
extend  over  the  sidewalk  without  first  obtaining  such  permission 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Relative  to  Use  of  Streets  by  Vehicles. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge 
as  follows: 

Hackney  Carriages 

Section  1.  Every  vehicle  used  or  to  be  used  for  the  convey¬ 
ance  of  persons  for  hire  from  place  to  place,  within  the  City  of 
Cambridge,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  hackney  carriage  within  the 
meaning  of  this  ordinance  except  a  street  railway  car  or  a  track- 
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less  trolley  vehicle  within  the  meaning  of  General  Laws,  Chapter 
163,  Section  2,  or  a  motor  vehicle,  commonly  known  as  a  jitney, 
operated  in  a  manner  and  for  the  purposes  stated  in  General 
Laws,  Chapter  159,  Section  '45,  or  a  sight-seeing  automobile, 
as  defined  in  Statutes  of  1913,  Chapter  592,  Sect.  1. 

No  person  shall  drive  or  have  charge  of  a  hackney  carriage, 
nor  shall  any  person  or  corporation  set  up  and  use  a  hackney 
carriage  unless  licensed  thereto  by  the  Board  of  License  Com¬ 
missioners. 

No  owner  or  person  having  the  care  or  ordering  of  a  hack¬ 
ney  carriage  shall  suffer  or  allow  any  person  other  than  a  driver 
licensed  by  the  Board  of  License  Commissioners  to  drive  such 
carriage. 

Any  person  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offence;  and  any  licensed  owner  or 
driver  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall, 
in  addition  to  said  penalty,  thereupon  become  liable  to  forfeit 
his  license  and  be  disqualified  to  hold  a  license  thereafter. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  License  Commissioners  may  grant 
licenses  to  suitable  persons,  who  are  owners  of  such  vehicles, 
to  set  up  and  use  them  as  hackney  carriages,  and  all  persons 
who  are  qualified  as  drivers,  and  in  other  respects,  to  drive  and 
have  charge  of  hackney  carriages. 

Such  licenses  will  be  given  subject  to  such  terms,  conditions 
and  regulations,  and  upon  the  payment  of  such  fees,  as  the  Com¬ 
missions  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe  in  general  orders 
or  otherwise. 

New  applications  for  licenses  and  for  permits  for  special 
stands  may  be  filed  with  the  Board  of  License  Commissioners 
at  any  time,  but  applications  for  the  renewal  of  licenses  and 
permits  already  in  force  shall  be  filed  annually  in  April.  They 
shall  be  made  on  official  forms  provided  by  the  Board  and  shall 
contain  all  the  information  therein  required.  All  licenses  and 
permits  shall  become  void  on  the  first  day  of  May  annually,  ex¬ 
cept  such  as  are  granted  in  April  as  valid  for  the  year  beginning 
on  the  next  succeeding  first  day  of  May. 

No  person  shall  be  licensed  to  be  a  driver  or  an  owner  of  a 
public  hackney  carriage  unless  he  can  read,  write  and  speak  the 
English  language  intelligently. 
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Hackney  carriages  shall  be  registered  at  the  places  at  which 
they  are  kept  and  in  no  case  at  the  stands,  public  or  special,  for 
which  provision  is  made  in  Section  3  of  this  ordinance. 

No  license  or  permit  provided  for  in  this  ordinance  shall 
be  sold,  assigned  or  transferred  without  the  consent  of  the  Board 
of  License  Commissioners  in  writing;  and  any  licensee  who  shall 
cease  to  be  the  owner  or  the  driver  of  a  hackney  carriage  shall 
at  once  surrender  his  license  to  the  Board  of  License  Commis¬ 
sioners. 

When  a  licensed  owner  changes  his  address  or  the  place  at 
which  a  hackney  carriage  owned  by  him  is  kept,  or  when  a 
licensed  driver  changes  his  home  address,  his  place  of  employ¬ 
ment  or  his  employer,  he  shall,  within  three  days  of  such  change, 
notify  the  Board  of  License  Commissioners. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  License  Commissioners  may  assign 
to  any  person  or  corporation  licensed  to  set  up  and  use  a  hackney 
carriage  a  place  as  a  special  stand  for  such  licensed  carriage, 
and  the  owner  of  more  than  one  licensed  carriage  may  keep  any 
one  of  his  licensed  carriages  on  a  stand  assigned  to  him  when 
it  is  not  occupied  by  another  licensed  carriage  owned  by  him. 
No  such  special  stand  shall  be  assigned  or  granted  to  any  person 
who  is  not  the  owner  of  such  licensed  carriage.  Permits  for 
special  stands  will  be  issued  as  distinct  from  licenses  of  owners 
or  drivers  and  may  be  revoked,  suspended  or  transferred  with¬ 
out  affecting  the  validity  of  such  licenses. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  License  Commissioners  will  des¬ 
ignate  certain  places  to  be  used  as  public  stands  by  hackney  car¬ 
riages,  not  exceeding  at  any  one  time  the  number  specified  for 
each  place.  Owners  or  drivers  of  carriages  shall  not  trespass 
upon  special  stands  to  which  they  have  not  been  assigned,  and 
owners  or  drivers  of  carriages  who  have  special  stands  shall  not 
trespass  upon  public  stands;  nor  shall  more  than  two  carriages 
owned  by  the  same  person  be  upon  a  public  stand  at  the  same 
time  to  the  exclusion  of  a  hackney  carriage  owned  by  another 
person. 

Section  5.  Every  hackney  carriage  shall  be  provided  with 
a  lamp  on  each  side  thereof ;  and  said  lamps  shall  be  kept  lighted 
when  such  vehicle  is  in  use  in  the  night  time.  The  number  of 
the  owner’s  license  in  figures  in  the  Arabic  character  of  not  less 
than  one  inch  in  length  shall  be  so  placed  upon  each  lamp  as  to 
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be  plainly  seen  from  the  street;  and  when  such  figures  are  not 
cut  in  the  glass  the  paint  or  other  material  with  which  they  are 
marEed  must  be  renewed  with  such  frequency  as  to  keep  them 
clear  and  legible  at  all  times. 

Section  6.  As  it  is  the  duty  of  police  officers  to  observe  the 
movements  of  hackney  carriages,  especially  at  night,  and  at 
all  times  to  see  that  the  ordinance  governing  such  carriages  and 
their  drivers  are  obeyed,  licensed  drivers  will  answer  fully  and 
civilly  any  questions  put  to  them  by  police  officers  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  their  duty. 

Section  7.  Every  person  having  charge  of  a  hackney  car¬ 
riage  shall  at  all  times  carry  with  him  his  license  and  a  copy  of 
the  rates  of  fare  established  and  shall  exhibit  them  to  any  pas¬ 
senger  or  police  officer  on  demand.  He  shall  not  demand  from 
any  passenger  more  than  the  established  rate  of  fare.  When 
in  a  public  place  he  shall  not  refuse,  unless  previously  engaged, 
or  unless  the  conditions  are  such  as  those  described  in  the  next 
succeeding  paragraph,  to  carry  any  passenger  lawfully  entitled 
to  be  carried  in  a  hackney  carriage.  Any  person  refusing  to  pay, 
or  attempting  to  avoid  payment  of  such  fare,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

The  Board  of  License  Commissioners  will  regard  as  unsuited 
to  hold  a  license  any  driver  who  gives  direction,  information  or 
service  to  a  man  or  woman  seeking  a  place  or  a  person  for  im¬ 
moral  purposes,  or  any  driver  who  offers  such  direction,  infor¬ 
mation  or  service.  They  will  regard  as  unsuited  to  hold  a  license 
any  driver  who  continues  to  convey  from  place  to  place  a  person 
who  is  noisy  or  otherwise  disorderly,  or  who  conveys  a  person 
who  is  intoxicated,  even  though  not  disorderly,  except  directly 
to  the  place  which  the  driver  has  reason  to  believe  is  the  pas¬ 
senger’s  house,  lodging  or  other  abiding  place;  but  this  provi¬ 
sion  shall  not  apply  to  cases  in  which  persons  are  conveyed  by 
direction  of  a  police  officer.  When  a  passenger  becomes  noisy 
or  otherwise  disorderly  while  in  a  carriage  and  persists  in  such 
conduct,  after  warning,  the  driver  may  appeal  to  any  policeman 
who  shall  assist  him  in  any  lawful  way  and,  if  in  the  possession 
of  the  necessary  evidence,  shall  prosecute  the  offending  pas¬ 
senger.  The  police  shall  observe  with  particular  care  the  mat¬ 
ters  to  which  this  section  relates  and  shall  report  thereon. 

Section  8.  Every  person  having  charge  of  a  hackney  car- 
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riage  in  a  public  place  shall  wear  on  the  left  breast  of  his  outside 
coat,  or  on  the  front  of  its  collar  just  above,  the  number  of  his 
license  in  Arabic  figures  not  less  than  one  inch  in  length.  The 
figures  must  be  of  one  of  the  patterns  approved  by  the  Board  of 
License  Commissioners.  They  must  be  worn  upright,  and  so 
placed  as  to  be  easily  read  from  the  front,  whether  the  licensed 
person  be  on  foot  or  on  his  vehicle. 

Section  9.  No  person  having  the  charge,  care  or  ordering 
of  any  hackney  carriage,  except  an  omnibus,  shall  take  up  or 
carry  any  passenger  after  the  carriage  has  been  occupied  or  en¬ 
gaged  by  any  prior  passenger  until  such  prior  passenger  shall 
have  discharged  said  carriage,  without  the  consent  of  such  prior 
passenger.  Any  such  prior  passenger  shall  not  be  obliged  or 
requested  to  pay  any  extra  fare  or  fee  for  refusing  such  consent. 

Section  10.  Every  person  having  charge  of  a  hackey  car¬ 
riage  shall  immediately  after  delivering  any  passenger  search 
said  carriage  for  any  property  which  may  have  been  left  therein, 
and  any  property  found  therein  by  any  person  having  the  care 
or  ordering  of  any  hackney  carriage,  and  not  restored  to  the 
owner  thereof  within  twenty-four  hours,  shall  be  delivered  by 
the  finder  thereof  to  the  office  of  the  Board  of  License  Commis¬ 
sioners. 

Section  11.  No  person  having  charge  of  a  hackney  carriage 
shall  solicit  passengers  except  by  a  motion  of  the  hand,  nor  in 
any  public  way  or  place  except  when  such  carriage  is  rightfully 
standing  upon  some  special  or  public  stand ;  nor  shall  he  suffer 
or  allow  any  person  to  ride  upon  the  driver’s  seat  of  a  horse- 
drawn  hackney  carriage,  except  when  the  seats  inside  the  car¬ 
riage  are  fully  occupied,  and  then  only  when  the  person  so  riding 
is  a  genuine  passenger. 

Section  12.  No  owner,  driver  or  other  person  having^  the 
care  or  ordering  of  any  licensed  hackney  carriage  shall  suffer 
the  same  to  stop  in  any  street,  square,  lane  or  alley  of  this  city 
more  than  five  minutes,  without  some  proper  person  to  take  care 
of  the  same,  or  more  than  twenty  minutes  in  any  case ;  provided, 
however,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  taken  to  apply  to 
licensed  hackney  carriages  rightfully  standing  upon  special  or 
public  stands. 

Section  13.  Every  driver  of  any  licensed  hackney  carriage 
shall  remain  near  to  such  vehicle  while  it  is  unemployed,  or 
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standing  in  the  streets  or  squares  of  the  city,  unless  he  shall  be 
necessarily  absent  therefrom  in  the  course  of  his  duty  and  busi¬ 
ness  as  such  driver;  and  he  shall  so  keep  his  horse  or  horses 
and  his  carriage  or  other  vehicle  that  they  shall  not  obstruct 
said  streets  or  squares  or  other  public  passages,  or  in  any  other 
manner  violate  the  law  or  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Section  14.  Every  person  having  charge  of  a  hackney  car¬ 
riage  shall  obey  the  directions  of  any  police  officer  respecting 
the  standing  of  such  carriage  while  waiting  for  passengers,  and 
the  route  to  be  taken  in  going  to  or  from  the  place  of  standing. 

Section  15.  No  person  having  charge  of  any  hackney  car¬ 
riage  shall  receive  or  permit  to  be  placed  therein,  nor  convey  in 
or  upon  the  same,  any  person  sick  or  infected  with  any  conta¬ 
gious  disease,  or  the  body  of  any  person  deceased  from  such 
disease. 

Section  16.  The  owners  and  drivers  of  hackney  carriages 
propelled  by  mechanical  motors  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  ordinance,  excepting  Sec¬ 
tion  5,  and  shall  be  subject  also  to  the  following  special  provi¬ 
sions  : 

(a)  An  applicant  for  a  license  as  owner  of  a  motor  hackney 
carriage  shall  present  for  examination  in  the  case  of  each  car  a 
valid  certificate  of  registration  issued  by  the  Registrar  of  Motor 
Vehicles,  the  date  of  which,  together  with  the  car  number,  shall 
be  entered  on  the  application  and  also  on  the  license  of  the  Board 
of  License  Commissioners,  if  granted. 

(b)  An  applicant  for  a  license  to  drive  a  motor  hackney 
carriage  shall  present  for  examination  a  valid  license  as  a  chauf¬ 
feur  issued  to  him  by  the  Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles,  and  the 
date  and  the  number  thereof  shall  be  entered  on  the  application, 
and  also  on  the  license  of  the  Board  of  License  Commissioners, 
if  granted. 

(c)  Notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  to  the  Board  of  License 
Commissioners  by  licensed  owners  and  chauffeurs,  as  the  case 
may  be,  immediately  upon  any  change  in  residence  or  employ¬ 
ment,  or  in  the  place  at  which  a  car  is  kept,  or  upon  any  change 
in  the  certificate  of  registration,  the  license  to  operate  or  the 
car  number  as  issued  by  the  Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles. 

(d)  Owners  and  drivers  of  motor  hackney  carriages  shall 
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be  subject  in  their  equipment  and  operation  to  all  provisions  of 
the  statutes  relating  to  automobiles  now  or  hereafter  in  effect. 

Motor  Taxicabs 

Section  17.  The  maximum  price  or  rates  of  fare  which 
drivers  of  hackney  carriages,  propelled  by  mechanical  motors 
and  using  taximeters  as  the  means  of  measuring  the  distance 
travelled,  to  be  known  as  “Motor  Taxicabs,”  may  charge  and 
demand  for  services  rendered  in  conveying  passengers,  as  fol¬ 


lows  :  From  point  to  point  within  the  City  limits : 

First  half  mile  or  fraction  thereof  for  1  person .  40c 

Each  quarter  mile  thereafter  .  10c 

Each  additional  person  for  the  whole  journey  .  20c 


Section  18.  Waiting  time  shall  include  all  time  during 
which  the  vehicle  is  not  in  motion,  beginning  nine  minutes  after 
its  arrival  at  the  place  to  which  it  has  been  called,  or,  if  engaged 
in  the  street  or  at  a  stand,  beginning  nine  minutes  after  the 
time  of  such  engagement.  A  charge  of  ten  cents  for  each  three 
minutes  may  be  made.  But  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  time 
lost  through  interruption  of  street  traffic  or  through  the  ineffi¬ 
ciency  of  the  vehicle  or  its  drivers,  or  for  time  between  prema¬ 
ture  arrival  in  response  to  a  call  and  the  hour  for  which  the 
vehicle  was  ordered. 

Section  19.  No  charge  shall  be  made  for  a  distance  less  than 
one  mile  traversed  by  a  vehicle  sent  in  response  to  a  call,  but 
for  a  greater  distance  a  charge  of  twenty  cents  a  mile  may  be 
made  for  each  mile  or  fraction  of  a  mile  in  excess  of  the  first 
mile. 

Section  20.  When  a  vehicle  is  dismissed  at  a  point  more  than 
two  miles  distant  from  the  place  at  which  it  was  engaged  or 
from  the  place  in  which  it  was  when  called,  a  charge  of  twenty 
cents  a  mile  may  be  made  for  each  mile  or  fraction  of  a  mile 
in  excess  of  such  two  miles. 

Section  21.  Hand  baggage  may  be  carried  by  passengers 
without  charge.  The  carriage  of  trunks  shall  be  optional  with 
the  person  in  charge  of  the  vehicle;  but,  if  carried,  the  charge 

shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each  trunk. 

Section  22.  When  a  motor  taxicab  is  hired  by  the  hour  or 
for  a  trip  wholly  or  in  part  outside  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Cambridge,  the  person  in  charge  may  suspend,  with  the  consent 
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of  the  passenger,  the  use  of  the  taximeter  as  a  means  of  deter¬ 
mining  the  price  to  be  paid.  In  such  cases  the  price  shall  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  person  in  charge  of  the  automobile  and 
the  passenger  or  passengers.
